NO DISPATCHES RECEIVED 


Batlle Near the Philippines May 
Shorten the Conflict 


MAY RAVE OCCURRED SATURDAY 


Departments In Washingtion Are Anxious! 
Walting Information. 


YET 


Opinion Is That a Pronounced Victory 
for the United States Will Make 
the Struggle a Short One, 
and That a Defeat Will 
Lengthen It. 


Washington, April 30.—All interest today 
wae concentrated on the Philippines, 
though it seems almost hopeless to expect 
a@ny news directly from that point, which 
is for the present at least the critical 
point of naval operations, 

Indeed, one high official well versed in 
the plans of the strategy board declared 
that upon the result of the engagement 
which Commodore Dewey expected to have 
had with the Spanish fleet today or within 
a day or two at least, might depend to an 
extent the outcome of the war. 

When Secretary Long left the navy de- 
partment he had received no word from 
Commodore Dewey, nor from any point 
in the east. 

The secretary received a dispatch from 
Admiral Sampson relative to the shelling 
of Matanzas batteries, but had no informa- 
tion whatever as to the reported attack 
upon Cardenas yesterday.

Naval Appropriation Bill Did Not Pass 
the House. 


Washington, ril 30.—Today’s session of 
the house was oted chiefly to the con- 
sideration of the conference report upon 
the naval appropriation bill, presented yes- 
terday by Chairman Boutelle. The report 
was rejected after three hours of debata 
and further conference will follow. 

The only ground upon which the fight 
egainst the report was made was found in 
the senate amendment to compensate naval 
officers for government use of their in- 
ventions and authorizing them to have 
their claims for such compensation ad- 
judicated in the court of claims. 

Mr. Boutelle ted the support of the 
amendment and Messrs. Cannon and Say- 
ers the. opposition. A resolution, intro- 
duced by Mr. Cannon, imsisting upon elim- 
inating the amendment, was adopted, 118 
to 42, and the naval bill then was again 
sent to conference. The speaker named as 
conferees upon the jpart of the house 
Messrs. Cannon, W. A. Stone and Sayers. 

The house passed the bill providing for 
organization of a naval battalion to con- 
sist of not more than four companies in 
the District of Columbia. At 4:29 p. m., the 
house adjourned.

The Paris sighted the White Star Line 
steamer Majestic on Apri) 234, at 5:43 a. m., 
in latitude 48:35, longitude 29:29, and at 7:20 
p. m, of the same day passed a freight 
steamer of the White Star Line bound east, 
Nothing else was seen on the way across. 
The Parts brought sixteen cases of muni- 
tions of war and a smal) quantity of mis- 
cellaneous merchandjse. The Paris entered 
the Narrows through the field of mines and 
torpedoes at 5:30 this morning and was sa- 
luted by steam whistles of passing craft 
as she went to her dock. 

It is expectea that the Paris will dis- 
charge her cargo today and will be received 
by the naval authorities tomorrow morning, 
when her name will be changed to Yale. 
The Paris has a crew of 289 and two mail 
clerks. She also brought two stowaways. 

When Mr. Wu Tang Fang was seen at 
the Chinese legation tonight he said that, 
having received no notice of China’s neu- 
trality, he persumed none had been issued 
by the imperial governinent. 

At the same time he had noticed in press 
dispatches that the American fleet left 
Mirs bay, which is a Chinese possession, 
owing to a declaration of neutrality. The 
minister believes this declaration, if made, 
was given by the local viceroy and applies 
only to the province of Canton. As to 
whether the emperor will decree neutrality, 
he is not able to say. It ts noted, however, 
no decree of neutrality was issued during 
the Franco-Prussian war, and Chi has 
not been in the habit of issuing neutrality 
decrees on the outbreak of wars in other 
parts of the world. Now, however, that 
China is keeping in touch with the methods 
of international procedure, this action may 
give way to an adoption of neutrality. 
While China entertains the most friendly 
feelings toward the United States, Mr. Wu 
feels that this would not justify the with- 
holding of neutrality if it any way oper- 
ated to the advantage of the United States 
as against Spain, as that would array 
Spain against China.

enlistment of troops in Kentucky has prom... 


ised so well that the state's full quota of 
8,200 has been secured and the mobilization 
will commence jin this city on Monday. 
Adjutant General Collier, of the state 
guards, wil] probably be made major gen- 
eral of the Kentuckty volunteers. They en- 
list as state troops, but with assigned 
agreement that they also volunteer for war 
with Spain, so that every man in the en.

Troops at Chickamauga Are

CAVALRY REGIMENTS READY 


Ente Army Knows Camp Will Soon Be 
Broken Up. 


NEGROES ARE HEROES IN CHATTANOOGA 


Great Difficulty Has Been Experienced 
in Getting the Regiments Away 
from Chickamauga Park, 
and Officers Are Dis- 
pleased.

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 30.—(Special.)— 
No tnformation of any character at all 
will be given the newspaper correspondents 


by the officers here, but it is known beyond 


a doubt that several regiments are waiting 
under orders for the railroad to get them 
away. Most of them will go to Tampa and 
a small detachment wil} be sent to Mobile. 

As stated exclusively in The Constitution 
of day before yesterday, the Tenth caval- 
ry and Twenty-fifth infantry are now under 
orders to get away as fast as they can be 
moved and it is thought that they will be 
the next to move. 

Orders were received today for the Sev- 
enth and Second cavalry to teave as fast 
as possible, but if they get away from the 
camp inside of the next twenty-four hours 
they will have to march into the city, as 
other regiments have done. 

The entire army here has been notified 
that it must be ready to move within an 
hour’s notice and everything has be@®n put 
in readiness to meet that order when it 
comes. 

If the government was unaware of the 
fact before, it knows now that a great 
mistake was made when the army was 
sent here, expecting to be able to get it 
all away at the same time. Those in com- 
han@ here are very much dissatisficd at 
the delay caused by the inadequate rail- 
road facilities from the park and one of 
the officers stated tonight that he guessed 
it woukl be the last time the government 
would send troops to such an out of the 


way place. 
Will Move Inside of Ten Days. 

It now seems to be true beyond the shad- 

ow of a doubt that the statement made by 
me yesterday that there would not {be a 
tent of the regular army in Chickamauga 
field inside of ten days and denied by the 
other papers will be verified by the re- 
moval of the entire army in much less time 
than that, 
- The Ninth Cavalry and the Twenty- 
fourth imfantry were the only regiments 
the railroads could get away today and 
these were all day getting away from the 
park, but after reaching the city no trouble 
was encountered in rushing them south. 

The Western an@ Atlantic furnished 
transportation ‘for the Ninth cavalry and 
sent that regiment out in four sections, a 
total of sixty-four cars. It was about 4 
o’clock when the negroes left Chattanooga 
and the scene at the depot was more than 
interesting. | 

The entire negro population of ChafTa- 
nooga turned out to see the troopers off— 
and of all the howling and kissing goodby! 

A scene that created the greatest merri- 
ment among the male part of the crowd 
was furnished by an old negro who had en- 
listed and did not want to go. Howling 
and crying like a mad man, Tie was escorted 
into the depot by two black privates. His 
wails could have been heard a mile, and 
while it was no joke to him, it afforded the 
sightseers the greatest merriment. He was 
a Chattanooga negro who had enlisted 
under the impression that he would be here 
all the summer and Have a fine time, but 
when the orders came to go to the front his 
courage failed him. 

Wild Enthusiasm Among Negroes. 

When the trains pulled out there was the 
wildest enthusiasm among the negroes left 
behind. One old negro with a voice like 4 
fog horn danced with joy, howling all the 
time: 

“Go hit, boy, I knows all dat you got to 
do is set foot on dat lan’ and dem Spaniards 
will jump in de ribber."’ 

The Twenty-fourth infantry went out 
over the Southern and thelr departure was 
algo witnessed by a great throng of ne- 
groes. There is much sadness in Darktown 
here tonight, for the negro troopers were 
heroes among their people. While . here, 
too, they did not fail to take advantage of 
it and in their crap game they “cleaned” 
the town.

MEN KEPT BUSY AT WAR. 


Camp at Chickamauga an Interesting 
Place. 
By Henry W. Grady. 

Chickamauga Park, April 30.—(Staff Cor- 
respondence The Constitution.)—Undoubt- 
edly this place has been one of the most 
interesting places tn the entire country 
during the past week. Thousands of inci- 
dents, both great and small, have turned 
up hourly to interest those who have been 
fortunate enough to be here and witness 
the making of the first paragraph in a 
chapter of history. The visitors to the 
camp number up in the thousands and 
no man has gone away satisfied with one 
visit. There is so much to see that one 
becomes bewildered at the greatness of it 
all. Undoubtedly the most attractive part 
of the service is the cavalry. This divi- 
sion has attracted more visitors than all 
the others put together and the colored 
troops in the cavalry have had the lion's 
share of the attention. Not only thous- 
ands of negroes gather about their tents, 
but the white people are interested in 
watching them. ‘In the cavalry, as in the 
infantry, the colored soldiers are the best 
looking set of men physically. About the 
technical part of their work I do not 
know, but I do know that they are the 
most guperb lot of horsemen that I have 
ever seen. They ride with more natural 
ease and grace than the white troopers do 
and they seem to enjoy being on their 
horses more than anything in the world. 
It is almost touching the way that the 
negroes love their horses and the pride 
that they take in them. It is characteris- 
tic of the race to form strong affections 
and the men in the cavalry swear by their 
horses. One of their officers told me that 
it was no common thing for the men to 
have the hardest kind of fights resulting 
from discussions of the respective merits 
of their steeds. Every man of them swears 
and believes that his horse can do more 
than any horse fn the regiment and it is not 
safe to dispute this point. 

Breaking New Horses. 

Many new horses have been secured since 
the arrival of the cavalry here and it is 
one of the most interesting sights of the 
camp to watch the troopers breaking the 
new steeds. Many of the horses have 
never had a saddle on their backs and 
they are perfectly wild, but {t does not take 
long to tame them and teach them to 
drill. In passing through the camp of the 
Ninth cavalry yesterday I was attracted 
to where two of the largest negroes I ever 
saw were breaking in a new horse by

THE RATTLE OF MUSKETRY 1S HEARD FOR MILES 


Shots Come from a Small Body of Cavalrymen on the Shore and of Cours 
Fall Short of the Battleships, 


THE = FLAGSHIP’S GUNS =~ FIRED «BY OFFICERS DISPERSE THEM 


Captain Chadwick Trains a Gun on the Fleeing Cavalrymen 
and Sends a Ball Whizzing After Them. 
The Events of the Week.

On Board the Anita, Off Key West. April 30.—(Special Staff Correspondence of 
The Constitution)—Admira! Sampson's flagship, the New York, had a unique brush 
with Spanish cavalrymen yesterday afternoon just before sunset off Cabanas. 

The big warship, accompanied by tbe torpedo boats Porter and Ericsson, left 
the squadron about noon for an inspection of the coast, and at about 6 o’clock 
in the evening anchored dff-Cabanas, the officers intending to enjoy their dinner 
at the beautiful close of a tropical day. All was calm and momentary abandon on 
the battleship, and the band was disco. rsing music which for the time drove 
ali thought of war from the heads of the sailors, when suddenly, from an ele 
vation on the eastern portion of the harbor, came the sound. of sharp and rapid 
firing. ' 

Fire from Small Arms. 

Though those on deck could discern no figures in the distance, the hail of bul- 
lets, which fell far shdrt of the vessel, indicated that the attack was from small 
arms. In the foreground, and situated near the beach, was a large white building, 
evidently the hacienda of a once prosperous tobacco plantation. The peppery at- 
tack continued, and Admiral Sampson. and his staff, secure behind the steel walls 
of the New York, well out in the harbor, found considerable amusement in the 
foolish attack of the Spanish. But both the admiral and Captain Chadwick did 
not want to lose the opportunity for im pressing a lesson on the dons, and the port 
gun was immediately manned, and a four-inch gun tralned on the space just 
in front of the hacienda. The first shot tore up an immense plot of earth and 
several succeeding shots, although they did not make much of an impression, ow- 
ing to the damp ground, thoroughly dlscomposed the Spaniards. 


The Captain Fires a Shot. 


The New York then shifted so that her starboard batteries commanded the 
coast, and the excitement began to subside, all thinking the farcial engagement 
had terminated. But the sharp eves of Captain Chadwick a few minutes later de- 
tected the Spanish troop, now mounted, ascending a hil in the direction of the 
hacienda. The pugnacious captain himself hurried ‘to one of the four-inch ter- 
rors; and training it carefully on the creeping body of men and@ horses, let drive 
two shots into their midst. The balls cut a wide swath through the cavalry’s 
ranks, and across thelr path, and we could plainly distinguish the now thoroughly

With the Blockading Squadron. 


With the Fileet—On the Anita—Off Havana, April 27.—(Special Staff Corres- 
pondence.)—The blockading squadron seems to have cleaned the seas in thia 
section of the world pretty thorougily of Spanish merchantmen, and they are 
having nothing to do now, since the bombardment, but await orders from Wash- 
ington to take possession of one or more of the Cuban ports near Matanzas to be 
used as a gateway for the army of invasion.

Of course we do not know what the mes- 
gages were, but we cou!d see that they produced- no commotion aboard the shipe 
nearest us. 

As we steamed up near the flagship ashe signaled us a request to accompany a 
disabled transport, formerly the tug Tuckenback, of New York, over to Key 
West. She said the Tuckenback was in distress, but did not say of what character, 
and we were left to guess whether she was the victim of another collision or is 
crippled by broken machinery. 


Some Blockade Danger. 

Of course we consented to take the transport in, and have just started north 
with her limping along ahead of us et about a seven-knot gait. She will be the 
eecond of tne blockading fleet to go into Key West disabled within forty-eight 
hours, and it will cause little surprise if she !s shortly followed by others. Block- 
ading in modern naval! warfare is mighty dangerous business even with the enemy's 
ships 3,000 miles away, because of the constant menace of collision.

negroes were trying to make the horse 


lie down and were not meeting with much 
success. A large leather strap is place. 
on one of the horse’s Torelegs and then 
tightened until the animal’s hoof is drawn 
up from the ground, and he stands on three 
legs. A rope is then tied on the other 
foreleg and thrown over his back. By pull- 
ing on this rope it will bring most horses 
to the earth in quick order. But not so 
with this magnificent animak As soon 
as one jerk was given the rope he would 
rear up on his hindlegs and kick until he 
had broken either the rope or the strap 
and thrown his persecuters off. This had 
been done several times when the largest 
of the two negroes made the above threat. 
The left foreleg was strapped securely, 
and standing on the right hand side of 
the animal the negro placed his arms 
around the horse’s neck saying, “You might 
as well take your medicine right now, oid 
fellow, because you will have it to do.” 
Then with a quick, herculean jerk the ne- 
gro pulled the animal to one side, at the 
same time throwing his leg under the ani- 
mal, and in a second he had made good 
his threat. He held the horse across his 
leg for a moment and then with a move- 
ment as agile as a cat he gave a great 
twist and before one could tell how it 
was done the horse was flat on the ground 
with the negro on top of him. it was 
some seconds before the horse arose, and 
when he did the expression on his face 
was almost human. lt was a mixture of 
surprise and chagrin and he looked at his 
conqueror as much as to say, “well, you 
got me that time, ‘but how in the name ofa 
ton of hay did you do it.~ The horses 
soon learn to drill ag well as the men and 
there are many of them in the cavalry 
that could go through the drill unmounted, 
so perfectly do they understand the com- 
mands. 

Man with Many Recommendations. 
“While I was waiting at one of the hotels 
last night to get an interview with one of 
the officers in the army an old gray-whisk- 
ered fellow with a swinging gait that evi- 
dently denoted that he had been on the sea 
and also on a spree, wabbled up and com- 
menced a conversation by asking if I could 
spare an old veteran the price of a drink. 
He evidently had an idea that I did not pe- 
lieve him to be a veteran and he insisted 
on showing me his papers. Pulling an old 
red pocketDook from the inside of his uni- 
form he“asked if I would like to see what 
sort of a fellow he was. As I made no ob- 
jections he cemmenced to pull his papers 
and he had them by the dozens. His name 
was E. H. Downey and of all the recom- 
mendations that a man ever possessed he 
had them.

In addition to this the old fellow 
had papers from all over the world arid 
all of them stated that he was a good 
worker and had given satisfaction. The old 
fellow chuckled as I read each one and 
kept asking what I thought of him for a 
man. He had the most enormous pair of 
hands that I ever saw and at the conciu- 
sion of each Jetter he would hold them up 
in front of me with the greatest pride and 
say: 
“What do you think of them for a pair 
of paws, mate? Ain't they good wns? Just 
looks at "em. Them paws is seen hard ser- 
vice, t tell you, mate; ain’t they good uns?” 
He had a peculiar way of repeating every 
word that he uttered like the character in 
“Shore Acres.” 

In going through his papers he came to 
one at last that he seemed to prize more 
than all the rest, and unfolding it tenderly, 


he asked me if I could read any of it for 


him. It was written on the paper of the 
Toledo, Wabash and Western railroad and 
bore the date of 1872. It waa very b'urred 
and could not be read, but he begged that 
I make out the signature and read it to 
him. It was signed by the name of W. E. 
Carter and when I told him that I could 
gee the name he was overjoyed. After kiss- 


ing the worn paper time and again he said 
with tears in his eyes: “Mate, I want you 
to do an old fellow a favor. I have tried 
to tear that paper up for the last seven 
years, but I have never had the grit. 
Would you mind tearing it up for me?” 
When I started to comply with his request 
the old fellow grabbed it away from me 
and begged that I not destroy it where ha 
could see me. “Put it away, mate,” he 
said, ‘and tear it up when you are not 
where I can see you. I can’t bear to see it 
go, but I have su many of them that I 
can’t carry all, and whenever I meet a good 
fellow like you I get him to tear one of 
them for me.” When I asked him if I 
might keep it his joy knew no boundg to 
think that I would go to that trouble for 
him and he told me to keep it until he got 
back from Cuba and then to send it to 
him care of the Third artillery. And 
having asked once more what I thought of 
his ‘“‘paws” he left with the parting remark 
that “them paws was going to kill a hell 
of a lot of them damned Spaniards.” 
Stragglers wiiu the Army. 

During the war the men who followed 
the army were called “stragglers,” but in 
this modern day they are known as piain 
tramps or hoboes and there are quite a 
number of them with the army nere. They 
are the most peculiar looking lot of in- 
dividuals imaginable and some of their cos- 
tumes are remarkable. They do not beg 
and they are as shy as wild deer. They 
are never seen to speak to anybody and 
will not answer whén spoken to. Four 
newspaper men spent half of one day trv- 
ing to get a picture of one, but they could 
not get within kodak range by pursuit or 
by strategy and finally gave up the chase. 
The soldiers give these fellows food and 
they sleep wherever they can find a place. 
Sometimes they crawl under an extra tent 
when thev can dodge the sentry and at 
other times they sleep In the etraw put out 
for the horses’ beds. Strange to say none 
of them seem to be afflicted, but they are 
all abie-bodied, strong looking men and 
they neither toll nor spin, but their raiment 
is not quite as beautiful as the lilies of the 
field. 


A Pen Sketch of General Brooke. 

The world has never produced a more 
perfect specimen of the soldier than Gen- 
eral John Brooke. To begin with he has 
the most perfect physical bearing. With 
or without ‘a uniform General Brooke @p- 
pears the soldier. He is a man of magnifi- 
cent physique, over six feet tall, shoulders 
broad and square, but in perfect proportion 
to the rest of his make up, he towers above 
you the perfect man, But it is not General 
Brooke's physical bearing that attracts you 
at first, but the face, so strong, so hand- 
some, so full of bravery and the eyes that 
seem. to know ‘what. you are thinking 
about. The main characteristic beyond a 
doubt of the general’s face is bravery. It 
is the first thing that impresses’ you, it is 
written plainly in every line, and in every 
muscle. When you have left the general 
the thought keeps coming back to you that 
he is a man of bravery. His face is as 
plainly before your eyes away from him 
as it is in his presence, and the one thought 
ever present in one’s mind is the bravery 
written there. When once you have looked 
into this man’s eyes, taken one searching 
giance at his grand features, cates oy F on 
earth could shake your confidence in him. 
Men who would not follow Braoke into any 
place on earth are not fit to be soldiers, 
and I do not believe that the man lives 
who could see him once and fail to go 
wherever he would lead. One striking feat- 
ure about the general is his eyes. They are 
the clearest blue, rather light, large, per- 
fectly shaped, and while their chief char- 
acteristic is strength, they are also beau- 
tiful. They are only cast on you for a 
second before you aré even @ware that 
you have been looked at; you feel as if 
you had been shot through with an X-ray 
with search light attachment. ‘hile his 
eyes are strong and courage fairly sp 
in them, there is <«omething fm the 
seems to go beyond bravery, and 
and fight, and there is a tenderpes: 
them that seems to show the inward man 
in all his grandeur. So much for the phys- 
ical man. While our general is magnificent 
in his physical perfection one forgets that 
in the presence of the man in conversation. 
tnlike the young officer who must horrow 
dignity in order to impress you and court 
gruffness to awe you. the general has 
none of that. He is a very busy mam here, 
and while one knows from the amount of 
work that he has to do that he does not 
have long to talk other matters, they would 
never know it from the man himseelf. He is 
not a man of many words, but scarce as 
they are, they are pleasant ones. He seems 
to be @ man absolutely without egotiem. He 
never forgets a name or a face, and he is 
the same to ail men. In short. General 
Brooke ig the perfect soldier and gentle- 
man. His record in the army bears out 
the impression that one has of his bravery, 
and a glance at the army register shows 
him to be no tin soldier, but a man who 
knows what service is. General Brooke will 
be sixty years old the first day of next 
July, but In spite of the service he has 
seen and the active life he has lead, he 
does not look his age. His hair is slightly 
gray, but otherwise he does not look over 


forty-five. In 1861 John Brooke was @ cap- | 


tain in the Fourth Pennsylvania infantry. 
He resigned from the state militia in 1866 
and was appointed a lieutenant colonel in 
the Thirty-seventh infantry th®28th of Julv 
that same year. He has been in the Third 
and Thirteenth infantry. He was made a 
brigadier general before promoted to the 
office he now holds and on the 22d of May, 
1897. he was made maior general. The gen- 
eral holds quite a number of brevet com- 
missions and thev are all for service and 
not for good standing in the army. His 
first brevet commission was‘on the 24 of 
March, 1867, and was for “gallant and 
meritorions service in the baittle of Gettys- 
burg, Pa.’’ 

He was brevetted brigadier general for 
the same kind of service in the battle of 
Fpottsylvania, Va., and he also received 
the brevet commission of major genera! for 
gallant service and bravery in the battles 
of Tolopotomy and Col@ Harbor, Va. 

The general has the love and respect of 
every man in the army here an@ of every 
citizen who has been thrown in contact 
with him.

WAR CORRESPONDENTS 
AND THEIR NEWSPAPERS. 


The London Times made quite a reputa- 
tion for enterprise by sending Mr. W. H. 
Russell as its staff correspondent to report 
the battles of the Crimean war. 

He made a splendid record, and when 
our civil war began he was sent to this 
country. His description of the first battle 
of Manassas was a wonderful medley of 
facts and word pictures. Later he went 
to the Franco-Gersman war, and the em- 
peror of Germany decorated him with the 
order of the Iron Cross. 


In this country The New York Herald 


@was the first newspaper to-make war spe- 


cials a notable feature. Bennett sent a 
correspondent to accompany our troops in 
the Mexican war. and The Picayune and 
The Delta, of New Orleans, were the only 
dailies that followed his example. 

The brightest war correspondent of that 
day was George W. Kendall, of The Pica- 
yune. His graphic letters were copied 
everywhere and created a scnsatiou as 
they were something new in journalism. 

It has been said that the great military 
reputation won hy Jefferson Davis and 
Braxton Bragg in the Mexican war was 
largely due to the letters written by the 
war correspondents. The celebrated V 
movement made by Davis in repuising a 
Mexican charge was brought prominently 
before the people in the newspapers. Then 
Bragg became widely known from the 
when Kendall wrote a description of a 
battle in which he reported General Tay- 
lor as saying: ‘“‘A little more grape, Cap- 
tain Brageg!”’ 

Kendall died a rich man. He gave up 
journalism for a big landed estate in Texas 
and bécame a cattle king. 


At the opening of our late war the elder 
Bennett was then at his best, and he was 
determined to astonish the world with 
his special reports .rom the front. 

Barly in the trouble hg stationed half a 
dozen correspondents in the south. They 
were on duty in that section when the 
first gun was fired at Sumter, and more 
than one of them had a narrow escape 
from lynching. The Herald sent a corre- 
spondent with each naval Squadron, and 
with each army corps.

—___- DAY COOKING HARD 


RKING NIGHT AND 


FACTORIES HERE 
MAKE HARD TACK 
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‘Manufacturers Running on Sunday 
To Supply Army With Food, 


ATLANTA FILLS LARGE ORDERS 


‘Thousands ef Pounds of Food Will Be 
Made for the Troops Today. 


ThlS WILLE BE SUPPLY STATION 


Auanta Will Be Kept Busy Providing 
Food Supplies for the Army of 
the United States—Will 
Have To Feed South- 
ern Volunteers. 


THE CANDY AND CRACKER MANU- 
fectories of Atlanta are working today to 
fill an emergency order for hard tick to 
feed the scidiers who are to invade Cuba. 

Frank B. Block and T. S. Lewis will 
have their mammoth factories working all 
day and all night tonight eo that the 
orders for thousands of pounds of tack may 
be finished by Monday. Mr, Block alone 
will make 30,000 pounds of hard tack and 
Mr. Lewis will make as much. 

The bakeries have been given Jarge or- 
ders for bread and every available piece 
of mectinery for making the staff of life 
will be pressed into service today to man- 
ufacture wheat into a ration that can be 
easily 
soldiers upon their long marches. 

For the first time in more than thirty 
years war supplies are being made in At- 
lanta. The order issued yesterday for the 
large contract for bread is but the begin- 
ning and from now on Atlanta will make 
thousands ‘ef pounds, of bre@d and hard 
tack. The ertire army has to be fed, and 
the idea of the wer department is to give 

‘the eoldiers fresh food as near as possible. 
Atlanta is the nearest manufacturing city 
to the coast and the larger part of the 
supplies fcr the army will be made or pur- 
chased here. 

The candy and cracker factories are bet- 
ter equipped for making hard tack fhan 
the bakeries, and at the candy factories 
here the hag crackers of bread are being 
turned out as fast as they can be cooked. 

As fast as the tack is made it is shipped 
to Tampa, where it will be loaded onto the 
supply transports and sent over with the 
invading army. The bread bought here 
is of such a nature as to keep fresh for 
many days. It is like a cracker and does 
not become stale until it is quite old, 

The contract for making the hard tack 
was an emergency order and the manufac- 
tories were forced to work today. Special 
permission was given the factories to run 
on Sunday. The work is for the army, and 
it is urgent that it be done as quickly as 
possibie. The-entire order will probably be 
filled by tomorrow morning,, but other or- 
derg will follow at once. It is probable 
that the cracker factories here will be 
turned over entirely to the manufacture 
of war supplies. The nearness of the army 
and the fact that this is the only avail- 
able city for the purpose, makes it certain 
that Atlanta will be a great supply sta- 
ton during the war, ang that much of 
the food supplies will be made here. 

When the state troops are brought here 
from all over Georgia and from the other 
states of the south, there will be an army 
of perhaps 50,000 men to feed, and Atlanta 
manufacturers and merchantg will have 
all they can do to supply the demand for 
fuo@ stuffs. The need of food will begin 
this week when the first of the troops are 
brought here.

TWENTY TRAINS PASS THROUGH 


Hundreds of Cars Loaded with Men, 
Guns and Horses Rushed Through 
to Tampa. 

Twenty train loads of troops, with can- 
non, horses, field equipment, and supplies, 
passed through Atlanta yesterday an& last 
night. The movement represented hundreds 
of soldiers and enough war supplies te do 

for a small army. 

Today the movement of troops will be 
Increased, and as fast as the men can be 
loaded on the trains at Chattanooga they 
will be sent to the front. The work of get- 
ting the troops away has proved exasperat- 
ing, say the army men, 

The soldiers could not be carried away 
from the camp at Chickamauga and were 
forced to march fifteen miles to Chattanoo- 
ga to get on the trains. After reaching the 
city the railway accommodations were am- 
ple, but from the canrp thgre was prac- 
tically no railway facilities. 

The troops who came through yesterday 
were all angry at the unnecessary work 
and trouble caused by forming the camp 
at such an.inaccessible place as Chicka- 
mauga Park. They say that the only ada- 
vantage there is a large drill ground, and 
aside from that the site is simply awful 
for a reserve camp. 

Very short stops were made by the eol- 
diers who came through yesterday. They 
were rushed on through to Tampa directly 
after feeding themselves and their horses 
here. The largest part of the trains was 
for horses and supplies. The artillery bat- 
teries had more than a hundred horses 
in each, 

The men, after expressing their thorough 
disgust of the camp at Chickamauga, taik- 
ed of their prospects for soon being mixed 
up in a fight with the Spaniards. They 
thought they would be sent directly to 
Cuba, and all of them seemed delighted that 
they will be given an opportumity to fight. 

The railroads entering Atlanta are doing 
a wonderful work in handling the troops 
so rapidly. There has been no delay ex- 
cept that occasioned by the march of the 
troops from the camp at Chickamauga to 
a railroad. The railroad officials say that 
if the troops had been camped in Atlanta, 
as was originally intended, they could have 
had every man at Tampa a day since,

Captain Erwin is one of the best officers 
of the United States army, and army of- 
ficials here say that Georgia is fortunate 
to secure such an able officer to take 
charge of the military affairs of the state. 

Mr. William C. Obear was yesterday* com- 
missioned as assistant adjutant general and 
he, with Captain Prwin and Mr. Hatchet, 
the clerk, will look after the military af- 
fairs of the state during these troublous 
times of war. 

The war with Spain brought Captain 
Erwin to Georgia. He is a native Georgian, 
and when he saw that war was coming he 
secured a thirty days’ leave of absence 
from the army to come here and raise a 
régiment of volunteers. He then believed 
that Georgia would send a much larger 
number of volunteers, and he was disap- 
pointed when the first call came for a 
quota of something over 3,00 men. His 
friends were determined, however, to give 
him an opportunity to go to war, and he 
would have been a major in one of the 
Georgia regiments but for the fact that 
the number of majors was cut down. 

The promotion of Colonel Oscar Brown 
made @ vacancy in the office of adjutant 
general and Governor Atkinson asked that 
Captain Erwin be detailed to succeed Colo- 
mel Brown. As a result of this request the 
following order was issued by the war de- 
partment: 


“By direction of the secretary of war, 
Captain James B. Erwin, Fourth cavalry, 
now on leave of absence, will report in 
person to the governor of Georgia, Atlanta, 
Ga., for temporary duty with the National 
Guard of that state. The travel enjoined is 
necessary for the public service.” 


Captain Erwin will remain here until 
there is an opening for him at the front. 
He took charge of the office of adjutant 
general yesterday and was soon familiariz- 
ing himself with the work. He is not un- 
acquainted with the work which will be his 
in Georgia. For four years: he occupied 
a like position with the state troops of 
Alabama, during Governor Jones’s admin- 
fstration. ~ 

Captain Erwin was born in Savannah, 
Ga., and belongs to two of the best families 
in the state. In 1875 he entered the military 
academy at West Point and five years 
later he came out an honor graduate of 
the infantry and cavalry school. He was 
at once assigned to the Fourth ‘regiment 
of cavalry as second lieutenant. Six years 
later he was promoted to first leutenant 
and in 189% he was made captain of Troop 
H, of the Fourth regiment. He was sent 
to the northwest and was placed in charge 
of the Yellowstone National park. He was 
there ‘when the present war began, and 
knowing that his regiment would not be 
sent to the front, he secured a leave and 
came here, hoping to get to war, any-

BRUNNER GIVES INFORMATION. 


U. S. Sanitary Inspector at Havana 
Shows His Notebook. 

Gavannah, Ga., April ®.—Dr. W. F. 
Brunner, formerly United States sanitary 
inspector at Havana, has just returned 
from Washington, where he went to place 
valuable information in the hands of the 
surgeon general and of General Miles and 
the war department, . 

Dr. Brunner, while in Havana, for the 
sum of $5.30 a month, had the original re- 
ports from all the Spanish military hos- 
pitals. These reports are now in the pos- 
session of Surgeon General Wyman. They 
show, Dr. Brunner states, that there were 
in the Spanish hogpitals daily out of the 
army of 110,000 men from 32,000 to 38,000 
soldiers. , 

The unsanitary conditions surrounding 
the men and the insufficient attention given 
them together with a lack of good food are 
responsible for these facts, he states. Dr. 
Brunner also secured in the same way in- 
formation about all of the coast fortifica- 
tions around Havana and personally saw 
planted eight of the submarine mines now 
in the harbor there. These plans have 
been placed in the possession of the war de- 
partment. 

With them he had data showing the date, 
numbef, size and description of all the 
guns, systems of measurement, length of 
their base lines and a full description of all 
their ammunition and high explosives. 

Dr. Brunner does not think an army of 
invasion should be sent to Cuba until fall 
on account of the likelihood of a great mor- 
tality from yellow fever and other fevers. 
He says with the volunteers and regulars 
the Spanish army will probably soon as- 
semble an army of about 80,000 men in 
Havana.

in the Chest. . 

Caracas, Venezuela, April 18.—General 
Joaquin Crespo, the former president of 
Venezuela, met his death, as cabled on 
April 16th, when endeavoring to compel 
|} Hernandez to engage in ‘battle, near the 
town of Ospino, on the boundaries of the 
State of Zamora. He rushed to the head 
of his troops and received a bullet in his 
chest. The general died a few minutes 
afterwards. His troops maintained their 
positions. 

The body of General Crespo was carried 
to Barquisimeto, wherice {t will be brought 
to Caracas. His command has been taken 
by General Batalla, governor of the federal 
district.

The death of General Crespo throws 
much greater power into the hands of 
President Andrade.

Was Foreign Built and Was Not Long 
Under Water. ; 

New Orleans, April 3.—Captain John 3S. 
Boyd. of the steamship Excelsior, which 
arrived this afternoon from New York, 
reports: ‘ 

“April 26th, latitude 42.20 north. longitude 
79.12 west. passed close to a boat adrift, 
and about one-eighth of a mile west of 
the boat sighted a submerged wreck. The 
boat was painted white outside and brown 
Inside. Appeared to be of foreign build, and 
not long in the water. 

“On April 2th, Rebecca shoal bearing 
north 25 degrees west, distance about nine 
miles, passed close to the wreck of a large 
‘ship which was on her beam ends and had 
ber mizzen lower mast standing. She 
lies on the track of vessels bound to and 
from the gulf of Mexico, and is very dan- 
gerous to navigation.”’

( Mayor Will Sign Construction Papers 
When Contract Between Roads 
and City Is Signed. 

W changes the president of the Cen- 

tral and Southern railroads have 
&ccepted the contract for the erection of 
the Mitchell street viaduct between the 
city and the railroads. 

This contract was drawn up by City At- 
torney Judge Anderson and submitted to 
Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., attorney for the 
Southern road in Atlanta, last week. Mr. 
Howell submitted the’ papers to President 
Spencer, of the Southern, and President 
Comer, of the Central, with the request 
that they wire back whether the contract 
was acceptable. 

The reply came yesterday. The presi- 
dents stated ‘the contracts were all right 
es to the main features, but pointed out 
one or two sentences with the suggestion 
that they be changed, the changes making 
no material difference in the agreement be- 
tween the two parts of the contract. 

Judge Anderson will agree to these 
changes, and he will confer with ‘Mr. 
Howell tomorrow, when the papers will 
be put intact and returned to Presidents 
Spencer and Comer for their signatures. 
The documents will be returned by the 
end of the week, and Mayor Collier will 
immediately sign the contracts with Gude 
& Walker and Grant Wilkins for the con. 
struction of the masonry and steel work of 
the bridge. 

Work on the structure will probably be- 
gin im the very near future, and will be 


rushed to an early compietion. It is hoped 
| and believed’ the bridge will be completed 


ITH the execption of a few minor 


by October, provided there ts no unlooked- 


for delay. 

Council will then appropriate $7,000 for 
the paving, which can be laid in a very 
few weeks. The bridge ought to be opened 
to the public by the ist of December at 
most. 

Notwithstanding the claims and bridge 
committees have adversed the application 
of Mr. T. A. Shelton for damages on ac- 
count of the proximity of his warehouse 
to the proposed structure, no hindrance to 
the viaduct is feared from this source. It 
has been rumored that Mr. Shelton might 
sue out an injunction against the construc- 
tion of the bridge according to present 
specifications, but the city authorities do 
mot believe the courts wold grant the 
petition.

Buus Forced To Face Early London 
Declines—Some Specialties Gained. 
Over a Point. 


New York, April 30.—There was quite an 
extensive taking of profits today aiter the 
taree days’ advance in prices. The realiz- 
irg sales clipped off something from the 
day’s extreme advnce, leaving net gains in 
the railroad list mostly fractional. In some 
of the specialties, notably Sugar, there re- 
mained over a point of net gain. The lull 
waders this morning had to face the senti- 
tInental effect of early declines for Ameri- 
cans in London extending to nearly a point 
in some cases. This meant that any ad- 
vance in prices here would have to carry 
the burden of arbitrage saies. Prices weré, 
however, bid up at every appearance of 
confidence and the offerings of the arbi- 
trage brokers were fully absorbed. The ag- 
gressive leadership of the big bulls, coupled 
with favorable news, kindled the enthust- 
asm of buyers and the small traders fol- 
lowed the lead of the big anes. Quite a 
fair amount of commission house buying 
was also done. But while business was 


Still active and on a large scale stocks: 


— to be supplied. The offerings were 
Sufficient to feed the demand and prices 
ceased to advance and before long com- 
menced a retrograde movement. Fefore 
the reaction had proceeded far the supply 
ceased. But meantime a handsome total 
of stocks had been marketed at the ade 
vance. There was some renewal of the 
buying demand in the second hour, but it 
did not reach large propartions and the 
recoveries in prices after the reaction wera 
not important.

Whether the day's profit taking marks 
the termination of the Campaign by the 
big bulls does not appear on the surface. 
The future of the money market has hing- 
ed for some time on the needs of the ROV- 
ernment for a war loan. The consultation 
of the secretary of the treasury with a 
number of leading finance ers served to clear 
the situation.

affected the sale of certain kinds of fruit 
by lowering the price, while other classes 
of fruit has been advanced, 

Apples are still coming in plentifully, but 
the receipts are not iu excess of the de- 
mand, prices ranging about as quoted. 

There hag been a material change in the 
owing to the scarcity of 
fruit. There have been no navels on the 
market for the past week at any price. 
There is in transit for this market one car, 
which from all indications, will be the 
last of the season, and the price has ad- 
vanced from $1 to $1.50 per box. Seedlings 
are also scarcer with the price higher. 

There is little fluctuation in the price of 
bananas, the receipts about equaling the 
demand.

, This air started on from the west coast of 
Africa, As it. swept over the Atlantic it 
pumped itself full of water, and when it 
reached the coast of Brazil it was well 
loaded. As it wcrossed the continent it 
dropped its moisture, feeding the great 
rivers of lower South America, and cov- 
ering the land with tropical verdure. It 
_ dropped more and more as it cHmbed up 
the eastern slopes of the Andes until when 
' it reached the top it left its last water 
_ there in the form of snow. The result is 
that all of the water that comes down to 
_ the west coast is from the melting of the 
snows. This is enough to form a river 
' here and there through the desert, and it 
fs in the valleys of these rivers that you 
find the habitable parts of the coast re- 
gion of Peru and northern Chill. 

There is another habitable region fur- 
ther up in the mountains, between the 
two ranges of the Andes, which here run 
aimost parallel, and a wild simp on the 
eastern slope, which will, by means of the 
railroads of the future, some time be one 
of the most productive parts of the globe. 
Peru altogether is a very large country. 
It would make more than nine states the 
size of New York. It runs from north to 
South in the shape of a great wedge, 
Which, if laid upon the surface of our 
eountry, would go as far south as New 
Orleans, at which point it would be about 
as wide as the distance between New York 
and Washington. 

The Traveling Sands of Peru.

I doubt whether 
any of you have ever heard of them. &till 
they mark the site of what must have 
once been a populous city. They are situat- 
ed high up above the lands which are now 
irrigated by the little river which flows 
near them. Just below the ruins are the 
remains of what were once Inca fortlfica- 
tions, great mounds of sun-dried bricks, the 
ruins of which are still about 200 feet high. 
The remains of the city are in the heart 
of the desert. They cover sevéral hundred 
acres and the walls in many places high- 
er than your head still stand, while with- 
in them the outlines of the houses can be 
plainly seen. In the cénter of the city 
there is a large mound, probably the site 
of an Imca palace or of a temple devoted 
to the vestal virgins of the sun. I rode 
my horse up to the top of this t:.ound ond 
in my mind’s eye could easily repeople 
the ruined streets below me. Ali about me 
were bits of pottery, the broken dishes 
of that great nation of the past. Here 
you could see the outlines of a square and 
there the remains of a large house, which 
may have been the residence of one of the 
rich nobility from whom the Spaniards got 
their gold. 
Peru’s Long Dry Spell. 

Notwithstanding this part of the Pacific 
coast has had no rain for a long time, the 
people are expecting it this year. Do you 
know why? It is because it does rain here 
almost regularly every seven years, and 
the last big shower was in 1891. There was 
a shower seven years ago before that, and 
I am told that about every seven, eight or 
nine years there is a period of a week or 
more that the rain pours down, and as it 
touches the earth vegetation almost in- 
stantaneously springs up. Almost within a 
night the desert becomes covered with 
green. There are great flekis of green 
grass, and flowers by the thousands come 
out in blossom. There are plants which 
we have only in hot houses and flowers 
more brilliant than any we know. This 
vegetation often lasts but a few days. It 
has, however, been known to continue a 
month, and at its height the cattle are 
driven from the irrigated valleys out upon 
the desert to feed. The seeds of all sorts 
of plants, trees and flowers seem: to keep 
perfectly in the hot, dry sand, and to be 
ready to jump into life if touched with 
moisture. I doubt, in fact, if there is a 
more fertile soil on the globe than that of 
the desert of Peru. It seems to be fully 
equal to that which borders the Nile val- 
ley, and wherever ft can be irrigated it 
produces in many instances two crops a 
year. Planting goes on here all the year 
around in the irrigated valleys, and I see 
corn dropped in the same neighborhood 
where it is almost ripe enough for husking. 


Farming in Northern Peru. 


The only cultivated portions of the coast 
region of Peru are, as I have stated, the 
little valleys of the rivers fed by the An- 
dean rains and snows. There ere on the 
coast of Peru about forty of these valleys, 
which the water has cut out of the desert. 
At the end of many of them you find little 
towns, which form the ports of the coun- 
try, and in the interior there are numerous 
villages and small cities. The capital of 
Peru, Lima (pronounced Lee-ma), is in the 
valley of the Rimac river. Palifa, where we 
first stopped on our way south, is the port 
for the valley of the Piura river, and here 
we are near the mothu of the Jequetepque 
(Heketepeke) river. At the daffferent ports 
north of here we took on thousands of 
bags of rice, boxes of tobacco and quanti- 
ties of skins and hides. As I write this I 
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Where Red Cotton Grows on Trees. 
This is not the best cotton-raizing gection 
of Peru, but in every ride which I sone 
{nto the country I see bushes me eee 
eS s. This is the natural 
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year or so. The first crop matures in nine 
months and the others follow. After these 
three crops there are irregular crops from 
the same plant or tree for a number of 
years. The trees grow to a height of fif- 
teen feet and more. Al! that is necessary 
is to keep them trimmed and pick the 
cotton. In the lands’along the river which 
can be irrigated the crops are regular, and 
from two to three crops a year are com- 
mon. The cotton ripens, tn fact, 


blossoms and cotton wool on the 
tree at the same time. 


to the acre. and it ts estimated that the 
growing and baling cost about $1 gold per 
bale. This cotton is very valuable. It now 
brings 13 cents a pound, and has hrought 
as high as 23 cents. It outsells any other 
cotton on earth, for it is used as wool. 
The fiber is more 
and when it is ginned it would easily pass 
for wool. It is used by the manufacturers 
of hats, hosiery and underwear to mix 
with wool, and is said to give the articles 
into which it goes finer luster, a better fin- 
ish, and to render them less Hable to shrink. 
The fiber is longer than any other, except 
the sea island and the Egyptian cotton. I 
‘am told that the area in which it will grow 
is limited. Peru is now raising considcra- 
ble white cotton. The first seed planted 
came, I am told, from HKgypt, and the prod- 
ust is said to be very good, 


Sunset on the Western Pacific. 


T almost despair of giving you a picture 
of the country along these little Irrigated 
valleys of Peru. Nature has painted things 
differently here than in any other part of 
the world. Now you imagine yourself in 
Egypt: at the next step you think of the 
highlands of “Mexico, and again are in 
southern California or on the Pacific coast 
of Asia. The very sky is different. I am 
stopping here with Mr. B. H. Kauffmann, 
an Ohio man, who came to South America 
twenty odd years ago, and who now haeé 
the largest shipping and importing business 
of this part of Peru. His house is on the 
beach, and waves roll ‘n with a surf like 
that of Atlantic City or Cape May. Every 
evening the sun gets upon the waters be- 
fore us in a blaze of color such as I have 
never seen elsewhere. The tints are more 
gorgeous than those of the Indian ocean. 
and more soft and beautiful than those of 
Italy or Greece. Such colors have never 
been put on canvas, and such scenic effects 
are unknown in our part of the world. The 
changes of the sun at its setting are won- 
derful. It looks twice as large in this clear 
air as at home, and as it sinks down to- 
ward the sea the waters seem to pull it to 
their surface, 20 that it assumes the form 
of a balloon the lower end of which is 
slowly submerged. A moment later the top 
spreads out and you have a great golden 
dome resting on the dark Wine horizon. It 
sinks lower, and the waters turn to gold 
and silver and to the most delicate tints of 
purple and red to match the soft bright col- 
ors of the skies. Last night, just before 
the sun went down, we had double rainbows 
in the Andes, though there was no sign of 
rain here on the coast. The air is so clear 
that you can see twice as far as in the 
eastern parts of the United States, and 
though !t is now midsummer the heat Is 
not oppressive. and we have a steady sea 
breeze every afternoon. There is no better 
climate anywhere than this, and nature, 
notwithstanding the desert, has done much 
for nothern Peru. 


A Land of Fruits. 


I have never been in a land that has so 
many varieties of fruits. We had nine 
different kinds at our last dinner, all of 
which were raised near here. There are 
oranges, bananas, limes and lemons grow- 
ing almost side by side with peaches, ap- 
ples and pears. There are grapes as hard 
and luscious as those of California; cher- 
ries, plums, dates and figs. There are 
watermelons and muskmelons, guavas, 
mangoes and cherries. We have also the 
alligator pear, which has a flesh that looks 
and tastes not unlike fresh butter and is 
eaten with salt. Then there are the palta, 
the tumbo and the papaya, and in some 
places there are cocoanut and other species 
of palm trees. In every little town and 
at every railroad station there are women 
peddling fruit, and the prices are such that 
you can buy all that you can eat for a 
very few cents. The coffee I drink here is 
made from berries which come from the 


coffee plants-»of a plantation nearby, and | 


the sugar with which it is sweetened is 
ground out on a sugar plantation not ten 
miles away. Our milk and butter come 
from the cows on Mr. Kauffmann’s pian- 
tation, and we have all sorts of vegetables 
from the markets of Pacasmayo and the 


farmers nearby.

Preying Upen Commerce a New. Thing 
for United States. 


CAPTURE OF SHIPS CONDEMNED 


Seizure of Some Spanish Vessels Said 
To Be Wrong. 


A —sBTSAVOWAL = WAS)~—sEXPECTED 


Mode of Warfare in Southern Waters 
So Far Does Not Please Some 
Americans.

Washington, April 30.—(Special.)—There 
is ene feature of this war as it has been 
weed up to date that reflects no credit 
upon this It is a feature 
which, in the light of the greater events 
that are expected, has received but little 
consideration at the hinds of the news- 
papers of the country and yet it js one of 
great importance in its after results,

of Spanish ship owners js not only a flag- 
rant reversal of the policy which this gov- 
ernment has maintained gince its founda- 
tion. but it is unworthy in every sense a 


government. 


nation as greet ani as strong and as pow- | 


erful ag this. 

When the news came of the first capture 
made by one of the boats of our fleets in 
Cuban waters, there were students of his- 

tory all over this country who !ooked for 

and confidently expected a prompt disa- 
vowal of this kind of warfare. No such 
disavowal has come, tut instead we are 
gravely told that the cabinet in its 6es- 
gicns has spent seme of its valuable time 
in counting up the suppcsed value of the 
prizes taken and gloating over tne sum 
total as if it represented anything more 
substantial than mere greed for gain. 
Technically speaking, when a nation is 
at war with ancther, she is warring with 
every citizen of her enemy, and it was tlie 
old rule that everything which belonged 
to the citizen was subject to capture or 
destruction. It is a rule which dates back 
@s far as the first contests on the geas, 
and so far as most of the nations of this 
world are concerned it ig the rule today. 
Unquestionably the captufe which our 
fleets have made at sea are good prizes 
and will be so held by the prize teourts 
which pass tpon them, but the principle 
involved in their capture has a dé€eper 
meaning than that of mere legality in the 
eyes of the nations of the world. 
' The American Policy. 

From the earli:st days of this republic 

it has been the fixed policy of this govern- 
‘ment to decry the practice of preying upon 

commerce. When the United States ap- 
peared wpon the ecene it was to blaze out 
new pathways in the old traditions of in- 
ternational law to advocate a bigger and 
broader and more (fraternal feeling among 
‘the mations of the world. I do not mean 
fraternal in the idea of diplomatic combi- 
nations, but in the broader idea embraced 
_in the golden rule. Ana one of the first 
steps in this direction was that taken by 


am Benjamin Franklin, our greatest represen- 


tative abroad, who, with characteristic 
force and vigor, argued that war should 


- not be made upon the peaceful avocations 


of the people. It was the Franklin prin- 


’ ciples that the agricultural interests or 


the commercial interests of a people should 
not be made war upon even if these people 
happen to be citizens of nations which ere at 
war. The Franklin doctrine was based on 
the idea that war should be fought out by 
the war making powers of nations and that 
those engaged in the peaceful avocations 


of agriculture and fishery and commerce— 
- all of which add to the wealth of the world 


-*should be left undisturbed. 

This principle has been many times enun- 
ciated by our state department, even as 
late as the treaty with Italy, made in 
1871. When it was first laid down by 
Franklin it was recognized as a new and, 
if I may use the word, enlightened princi- 
ple which would in time be adopted by all 
the nations of the world. The abolition of 
privateering was one step toward the end 
aimed at by Franklin with his American 
principle; and although this country did 
not become a party to what is known as 
the declaration of Paris abolishing priva- 
tecring, the attitude of this government on 


c* that subject was undoubtedly largely re- 
= sponsible for this declaration. 


Why He Did Not Join. 


a The reason why the United States did 
- not become a party to the treaty of Paris 
»* of 1856 is not always understood. Even 


to the 


‘; some of those who have written upon the 
> Subject have gone no deeper than the 


mere surface indications, stopping with the 
statement that the reason we did not join 
was because we considered nations with 
large navies would be given a stupendous 
advantage over nations like our own 
which might, in time of war, be compelled 
to give commissions to its merchant ves- 
sels, having no navy of any size) of its 
own. But at the same time we proposed 
European powers that instead of 
merely abolishing privateering, we would 
join them if they would €o0 so far as to 
exempt all private merchant ships and 


> their cargoes from belligerent seizure on 


‘the sea. This the European powers would 


not agree to, and the United States would 
not become a party to the anti-privateering 
declaration because it did not go far enough 
and embody this further principle. 

At the time the United States made its 


proposition to the Puropean powers, it was 
the géneral prediction by meh of affairs 
the world over that by the close of the 
century the whole civilized world would 
be ready to join with the United States 
in this improvement of public law which it 
had proposed, 
Growth of the Idea in Europe. 

The idea has been growing in Europe. 
In 1868 Austria declared that in the war 
‘it was then entering upon the enemy’s 
ships and cargoes should not be captured 
as long as there was reciprocal immunity 
of capture on the part of the enemy. In 
1870 Prussia decreed this exemption with 
regard to the vessels and cargoes sailing 
under the French flag, and did not even 
attach to its declaration a provision for 
reciprocity. 

This act onthe part of Prussia called 
forth the most enthusiastic praise from our 
public men, and Mr. Fish then expressed 
the hope in an official communication that 
this government might soon be gratified 
by seeing th!s principle recognized as ‘‘an- 
other restraining and humanizing influence 
tmposed by modern civilization on the art 
of war.” The next year we entered into a 
treaty with Italy and tn this treaty there 
was engrafted the specific declaration that, 
in the event of war between the two coun- 
tries, the private property of their re- 
spective citizens should be exempt from 
capture on the high seas or elsewhere. To 
this broad statement there was entered, 
of course, the necessary exceptions of con- 
traband of war and of vessels which should 
attempt to pass a blockade. 


And What Do We DoP 


So much for the history of what was re- 
garded as a great American principle. Now 
what are the facts? 

Here we are entering upon a war with 
one of the weakest of nations and yet right 
at the outset we throw to the winds all 
traditions: we tear to tatters the last ves- 
tige of this great American principle, and 
send the ships of our navy out to capture 
innocent and ignorant merchantmen whose 
only crime is that they fly the Spanish flag. 

To put up the claim that theSe captures 
are legal from the standpoint gf inter- 
national law is begging the real question. 
This countfy is big enough to have shown 
its faith by its works. Here was the time 
and opportunity for us to have given a 
practica! demonstration of our adherence 
to a principle for which we have been con- 
tending ever since the government was 
established. If instead of running in a few 
Spanish ships manned by men who, in all 
human prebability, had no knowledge either 
of the existence of war or of the proclama- 
tlon of the blockade, our ships had simply 
warned them of the situation and given 
them an opportunity to go on their way, 
we would have shown that we believe what 
we have been advocating. Instead of that 
we resort to petty methods of aggression 
upon innocent non-combatants which 
might well be characterized ag little else 
than iegalized piracy. 

Who Is Responsible? 

In al} probability we are put in this at- 
titude Lecause of the utter incompetence of 
our state department. If the man who has 
all the time been the secretary of state-- 
though only recently given the titl—had 
been a man of any training in, or knowl- 
edge of wtate affairs, it is inconceivabie 
that the government wou!d have been al- 
lowed to place itself in sucn an unenviaple 
light. 

More times than one has there been 
bungling in the handling of the foreign 
policy of this government: more than once 
before this have we had at the head of the 
state department men of notorious incom- 
petence; but unless all signs fail none of 
his predecessors can compare if this re- 
spect with William R. Day, of Canton.

Papers Generally Have Ceased te Abuse 
the United States. 


COACHED BY GOVERNMENT 


Czar Now Declares That His Interests 
Are with America. 


WAR IS NOW ENGROSSING THEM 


France’s Hostility to the Union Has 
Turned Emperor William in 
Favor of America. 


Berlin, Apri] 30.—Publie opimion is so en- 
grossed with the Spanish-American strug- 
Sle that the reconvening of the reichstag 
and the Prussian diet have been almost 
unnoticed. The newspapers print entire 
pages of war news from all parts, mostly 
unreliable and much of it unfavorable to the 
United States. Extras are repeatedly is- 
sued, alleging great naval disasters to the 
Americans, 

One of the worst offenders announced 
on Wednesday evening last that four Amer- 
ican warships had been biown up—giving 
among the victims a fictitious tron-clad 
off Buenos Ayres. As a whole, however, 
the German press has ceased its hostile 
tone toward the United States. For this 
change the government is entirely responsi- 
ble, as all the newspapers which are in 
he habit of obtaining information from 
the foreign office, which includes all news- 
papers of importance in the empire, were 
this week given a hint to stop their abuse 
of the United States as being directly op- 
posed to the government’s attitude, be- 
sides being unpatriotic and politically wn- 
wise. 

The hint was effective and not a Hine 
directly hostile to America has since been 
printed in any paper. The correspondent 
of the Associated Press notes that several 
newspapers, notably the Frankfort Zeitung, 
have adopted a distinctly friendly tone re- 
specting the war. 

Germany’s Interests with America. 

The fact that Paris, Rome and Portuguese 
newspapers. which are even more unfriend- 
ly to the. United States than the German 
newspapers, all point out that the war is a 
conflict of the Latins against the Anglo- 
Saxoms also has had some effect in bring- 
ing about the quick change in Germany, 
and some of the formerly most hostile 
German newspapers are entirely on the 
side of America. 

For instance, the Berliner Post, which en- 
joys close relai.ons with Prince Hohen- 
lohe, the imperial chancellor, and which 
hitherto has roundly abused the United 
States as ‘“‘rapacious’’ and ‘“pharisaical,”’ 
now quotes utterances of French newspa- 
pers and deduces therefrom that it must 
be clearly to Germany’s interests to side 
with the enemies of Framce. 

Among a mass of articles dealing with 
the war, the Kreuz Zeitung, a favorite ar- 
my paper, publishes an article contributed 
by Major Scheibert, who, judging from 
personal experiences during the civil war 
in the United States, says: 

“The Americans doubtiess will incur se- 
rious reverses at the commencement of 
hostilities and unless their navy is strong 
enough to force a great battle and demolish 
the naval resources of Spain, which I think 
very doubtful, the war will drag along 
for years and cost America much more 
blood and treasure than her people believe 
possible.’’ 

Herr’ Liebknecht, 
writes as follows: 
Factor in World’s Politics. 

“The war means a new grouping of the 
powers. Henceforth Europe will have to 
reckon the United States as a decisive 
factor in the world's politics. If the Ger- 
man government is not blind it must open 
its eyes to this fact and shape its political 

course accordingly.” 

In conclusion Herr Liebknecht says: 

“The United States, as well as Great 
Britain, has been preparing to form during 
the year the neust dreibund—the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan. If it is 
effected it means the end of the old Buro- 
pean paramount power in the world’s pol- 
icy.’’ 

In the reichstag this week during the 
debate upon the Kiao-Chou affair, Herr 
Liebknecht told the government that while 
they had not informed the reichstag ef 
it, he knew that, during the China-Japan 
war, the United States had informed Eurfo- 
pean cabinets that it had vaster matefial 
interests to guard in the far east than all 
the European powers, Great Britain ex- 
cepted, and whatever was done in the far 
east the United States must be consulted. 
This statement was contradicted in the 
house by the government, 

The war is already seriously affecting 
German jnterests. The increase in the price 
in cereals since April ist is greater even 
than the rise in New York and Chicago. 
Wheat has risen from 189 marks to 221, 
the highest in recent years, the effects Of 
which are much felt by the poor. The 
price of meats also is up considerably. Ex- 
porters of Berlin, Chemnitz, Klingenthal, 
Barmen, Sobingen, Remscheid, Gera, Gries, 
Markirch and Mulhausen have received 
countermands for most of their American 
orders. 

German merchants at the Azores and 
Philippine islands have asked the foreign 
Office for protection. 


Will Sell to Both Nations. 


The United States embassy does not re- 
gard the fact of Germany’s not {issuing a 
declaration of neutrality as indicative of 
unfriendliness, but rather the treverse. 
while it reiterates that the minister for 
foreign affairs, Baron von Buelowa, has 


the socialist leader, 


have been quite recent, that Germany will 
observe the strictest neutrality, not only 
now, but throughout the war, coupling 
with these assurances expressions of the 
most friendly feelings on the part of the 
German government for the government 
and the people of the United States. In 
conversation upon the subject, the United 
Seakes ambassador, Mr. Andrew D, White 
said: — 

“There is absolutely no ‘reason to ex 
anything but fair and impartia] neutrality 
frcm Germany, which is all the United 
States wanted or exnected.”’ 

As a matter of fact. Germany’s deviston 
not to formally declare neutrality means 
nothing more or less than, while it leaves 
the government's hands free, it is expected 
to enable German merchants to reap a 
harvest by selling freely to both combat- 
ants. At th3 same time it may be gathered 
from the fact that Spain strenuously 
sought to induce Germany to proclaim neu- 
trality, that she regards neutrality as con- 
dicive to her interests. 

During the visit of the United States am. 
bassador to Dresden several interesting in- 
c-dents occurred. When en route for the 
audience with King Albert ta president Mo. 
Kinley’s congratulations upon the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his accession to the 
throne, Mr. White met the Spanish ambas- 
sador to Germany, Senor Mendez de Vigo. 
upon the stairs of the palace. There was a 
moment of embarrassment, then both 
Stretched out their hands and exchanged 
greetings. 

Mr. White, is presenting President Mc- 
Kinley'’s letter, made a neat speech; assur- 
ing his majesty that he was held in high 
esteem and affection in erica, at which 
the king was much gratified.

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The Cuban Women. 


The present status of the little island of 
Cuban, in the very throes of war, is not 
more heart-rending than will be the re- 
* sults that will inevitably follow. Women 
will be the great and silent sufferers, and 
those who will suffer most will not be the 
» lowly, but those of birth and education, 
who will be deprived of fortune and bereft 
of their homes of luxury. 

Southern women can better 
this state of affairs than can 
element of American women, and yet 
Cuban women have not had the advantage 
even of the southern dames of ante-bellum 
wealth. The latter were ru’i in 
their principalities and 
but the Cuban women of birth and weaith 
are helplees queens, who do not even know 
the responsibilities of their house holds. 

Conversations with a number of (Suban 
ladies, refugees in this country, give one 
an insight into their home lives ard 1 recall

a conversation that I had a year ago with 
a distinguished woman whose stories of her 
country women 1 wrote of at the time 
Since then all she said has been emphasized 
by others I have met.

women, one must understand the 
helplessness to which the women of birth 
and position are subjected. From their it 
fancy they are reared in seclusion and 
tirement. Women of birth and station 
not even accorded the privilege of manag- 
ing their own househoid affairs Tney 
never dictate t9 an attendant, whi.e to 
order theit meals or interview family 
laundress would be an act entirely incon- 
sistent with the conventionalities of high 
life. Cuban households of wealth are gov- 
erned. one may say, by a kind of house- 
keeper hired for the purpose, who superin- 
tends every detail, orders the meals, sét- 
tles the bills, pays the under-attendants, 
and, as a rule, d%es most of the shopping 
for the ladies of the house. : 

Madame, the wife, it will be seen, 1s left 
nothing tc do, save appear at her own table 
in an attire arranged Dy an attendant. if 
she walks, after her afternoon or evening 
meal, she is accompanied by a husband or 
protector, or a chaperon among the older 
females of the family. 

For a lady of birth and fashion to in any 
way superintend her household affairs or 
walk out alone would seem unusual, while 
her association with the business affairs of 
men would be ae objectionable in the eyes 
of Cuban gentlemen as are the women who 
want to vote in the eyes of the Georgia 


colonel. 
This state of affairs that seems, to south- 


l-~ 
: 
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t ye 


ern women even, a kind of servitude in the 


womanly sphere, is natural and necessarily 
acceptable to the Cuban women, since their 
rearing and education lead to it. Their 
early childhood and girlhood is under strict 
supervision, while their school days are 
generally spent in convents, adhering to all 
the old French and Spanish ideas of seclu- 
sion. 

Leaving there and coming home as young 
women. their seclusion but continues under 
the scrutiny of parental eyes, and their 
affections must needs be as pent up as they 
themselves are, when they may behold for 
*. the first time a lover peering through the 
grating of their Cuban homes. He ‘‘peers 
through” for some time, as it were, when 
% the parental authority of the family, tecog- 
nizing the delicate intentions or attentions, 


/* maf invite him in for a cup of coffee, a 


cigarette or cigar. If he meets with favor, 
the object of his visits, the fair Cuban girl, 
ig allowed to appear and perhaps sefve his 


'» eoffee: The courtship may then go on, Lut 


always under parental observation, and the 
idea of a young couple taking a moonlight 
stroll alone or whispering “sweet nothings” 
in the sequestered nook of a garden, would 
be an unheard-of breach of propriety. Wnen 
the engagement finally exists and is. an- 
nounced, then of all times is the fair one 
secluded. She appears with none other 
than the chosen one, and still, however, 
never sees him alone. All the love making 
must be done in the presence vf another. 
which probably accounts for that witchery. 
subdued radiance and wonderful power of 
expression seen in the eyes of the beautiful 
. Cuban woman. 
“Yes,” “No,” “I love you,” “I hate you,” 
‘ean be said in their glances, conveying the 
_tender or cruel meaning as forcible as if 
expressed by their rosy puckering lips. 
Then the bride who may look forward to 
freedom finds herself the adored, gerhaps, 
but still secluded sweetheart, the matron’s 
mantella veiling her more than ever from 
the outer world, and confining her glances 
to the sole admiration of her leige lord. 
According to the degree of her wealth and 
‘juxurious strroundings 1s diminished her 
| responsibility, and her jeweled fingers need 
“a no more than the daintiest handiwork

that ¢all her 
‘“‘mwether’’ Highly accomplished are most 
of these women in the arts, especially, but 
only necessity prompt the practieal use of 
their talents, while their naturally retired 
spirit almost unfits them for hardships that 
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reverses may bring, especially in the prea- 
ent warfare agitating Cuba. 

Yet hundreds of women of this decidedly 
ornamental, helpless type find themselves 
today in their seclidéed, beautiful homes, 
awakening to the realization that at any 
hour they may have no home to call thetr 
own, while their husbands sigh under the 
weight of a Jost fortune. There are some 
who have already manifested that innate 
spirit of woman as helpmate and, crushing 
the sorrows of the reverses possessing 
them, have engaged in various pursuits to 
assist in the-protection and support of thelr 
fumiles. They have become _ associated 
with the cigar and cigarette manufacturers 
and are grateful if they may be allowed 
still to earry on the work in their homes, 
once the abodes of splendor and ease. 
Others are making use of the artistic 
handiwork they may have learned in the 
curvents, and occupy themselves in thai 
wuy.

Pious Florentines Take 
Their Knitting to Church. 


Miss Belle Sheehan, of Atlanta, Ga., who 
is at pres@nt abroad, writes the following 
interesting letter descriptive of Florence 
and the. religious customs of the people. 

“Bright spring weather ushered holy 
week into Florence People thronged the 
churches from an early hour on Palm Sun- 
day, and as the week advanced their piety 
instead of relaxing increased and a goodly 
number. of holy "Fiorentines simply lived 
in their churches, scarcely 
even for their meals. It is striking and 
beautiful to see how fomd the Italians, and 
particularly the lower classes, are of their 
church. They love to be under its protect- 
ing roof—be it either to pray or to do a 
little innocent chatting—during which they 
knit industriously. For another nation this 
might seem sinful, but a pious Italian is as 
simple as a child and makes himself quite 
at home while in church, 

“On Palm ‘Sunday the entrances and cxits 
to all the churches are lined with young 
and old who offer branches of olive, tied 
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leaving them.

“This is the moment the smal) Florentine 
boy enjoys and for which he is willing to 
sit out the whole long service, faithfully 
counting the candles that are yet to be ex- 
tinguished before his hour comes. At the 
doors of all the churches small sticks, cov- 
ered with bamds of highly colored paper, are 
sold two for 1 cent, and these the smal] 
boys and girls use to beat the floor, chairs 
and columns of the church. For ahout five 
minutes wild confusion and deafening noise 
reign. 

“On Holy Thursday afternoon im the ca- 
thedral and in the other leading churches 
the ceremony of ‘washing of feet’ takes 
place. Each church chooses thirteen of the 
very oldest men in the diocese, and as the 
Italians are very long-lived, the youngest 
of these men ts either seventy-five or eigh- 
ty. In the cathedral the cardinal arch- 
bishop, Bausa, officiates. He goes around 
bare-headed and washes, wipes and kisses 
the right foot of each of the thirteen. Then 
each old man receives a louf of bread, a 
bottle of wine and a coin and goes on his 
way rejoicing. 

“Most of the repositories to which the 
blessed sacrament is brought on Holy 
Thursday are pleased as though they were. 
in a garden and amidst pots and plants one 
spies ladders, crosses, hammers, nails, pur- 
ple garments, etc. In Sta. Maria Novella, 
one of the very oldest churches in Flor- 
ence, on Good Fréjay the high altar is 
arranged so as to represent Mount Cal- 
vary, and a strikingly beautiful and real- 


“There is a little village abowt five miles 
out from Florence called Grassina. The 
inhabitants consist chiefly of carpenters and 
small farmers and washerwomen, For the 
6pecial convenience of the latter, it would 
seem, a small stream winds in and out 
through the village affording these good wo- 
men uuterent spots for washing their linen. 
That seems, anyway, to be the great use 
for which the European streams were creat- 
ed. From this village every Good Friday 
evening the ‘Processione del Gesu Morto’ 
(carrying of the dead Jesus), ‘takes place 
just at moonrise. Two big Italian peas- 
ants, dressed up as flerce Roman knights, 
head the procéssion. They are armed to 
the teeth with silver paper and tin and were 
mounted on chargers whose _ spirits had 
long since fled and whose bones were pain- 
fully prominent. ‘They wete followed by’ 
about fifteen little boys, each carrying 
signboards, on which were printed some of 
the last words spoken by our dear Lord on 
the cress. ‘My God, my God, why hast thou: 
forsaken me.’ ‘Father, into thy hands I 
commend my _ spirit.’ ‘Father, forgive 
them,’ etc. Othere carried chalicea, cocks. 
pitchers, bowls, crosses, hammers, nails. 
purple and white garments, scepters, iad- 
ders, sponges and thorns. More Roman 
soldiers passed by, with boys and mem ‘hear- 
ing lhghted ‘torches. Then came four 
priests amd a full choir, all singing psalms. 
Immediately after them were fifteen- men 
holding a canopy, under which a bier was 
carried. On the latter reposed a figure of | 
Christ as He was when takcn down from 
the cross. These men were ent'rely envel- 
oped in black, in the costume of the charita- | 
ble Italian order called the ‘Misericordia.’ 
and in which order prince and peasant 
work aliké.. Thety heads were 
ered With a black hood, wth 
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all sed in white, with long black veils 
co their hair and forming a kimd of 
train in the back. They all: held lighted 
candles, Two beautiful little girls, dressed 
as angels, rode in their midst on tiny don- 
keys. The Roman matréns followed, all im 
black, with long flowing veils. Their faces 
bore the niarks of hard labor, still, judging 
from their fine, clear-cut features, they 
were not Roman matrons, but merely poor 
Grassina washerwomen. Im their midst 
were twelve women, each one counting at 
least fifty years, carrying a large statue 
of ‘Our Lady of Sorrows.’ The Blessed Vir- 
gin was in the deepest mourning and in 
her right hand shé had an enormous hand- 
kerchief, with at least three inches of lace 
om the border. Last of all came a inllitary 
band playing funeral marches.. ‘Twas. alto- 
gether a most affecting sight, as simple 
and religious as could be. ‘Twas 80 edi- 
fying to see the men raise their oats and 
the women make the sign of the croas out 
of rpspect whenever either the figure of 
our Lord or of the Blessed Virgin paseed 
by. It was almost like fairyland to watch 
the procession moving slowly up hill and 
down dale and across the little stream, with 
torches and candles flickering in the dis- 
tance, and to hear the faint echding of the 
chanting and the sad motes of the funeral 
march until finally the little church on the 

hill was reached, All the trees of the vil- 
lage were hung with lanterts and little 
sanctuary lamps and,.the whole facade of 
the church was one great glow of light. 
Most of the houses had candies »urning in 
the windows and over the doors. As far 
_@S8 ONe could see across the mountains were 
illuminated villas. 

“What Good Friday is to Grassina, Holy 
Saturday is to Florence. On this day they 
have what is called ‘le Scoppio del Carro,’ 
or the firing of the great car, The famous 
dove flies from the cathedral out into the 
open plaza. The town is simply packed 
with country people .who come to see how 
the dove flies. They most firmly believe 
in a sort of a tradition that their crops de- 
pend upon the successful flight of the Trird, 
and they always go home with a light 
heart, as it has never been known to jump 
its wires. 

“A huge black; cone-shaped car, entirely 
covered with firecrackers and curmounted 
by a wheel, is drawm in front of the cathe- 
dral by four magnificent milk white bul- 
locks. ‘These splendid animals. ere like 
small elephants and their horns are _nough 
to inspir. any one with admiration and ter- 
ror. They are fancily decked with 1:ed and 
gold bands and between their horns they 
carry branches of olive. 

“A large post is placed inside the cathe- 
dral in front of. the high altar. From 
a little door in top of this post two long 
wires extend the full length of the church 
and out to the car. When the first: rote 
of the ‘Gloria’ is sung a spring i touch- 
ed and out files a little white dove from 
the door in the post, tears down the wire 
with a thousand sparks in its train, and 

efiying out to the car sets all the crackers on 
fire. Then it comes back to the post I'ke 
a flash, but only for a moment; then down 
the wire a second time it goes, after which 
it retires into its little cote, not to be dis- 
turbed for another year. 

“And all this time the air is full of short 
but sharp reports, the whee] on the top of 
the car is flying around, throwing eparks 
around in a most generous fashiom, all the 
church bells in town and out of town are 
trying themselves, cab horses are 
tearing ‘and plunging about and all Flor- 
ence has gone mad. And this is how 
Holy week and Lent passes away i the 
good city of Florence. 

‘On Waster Sunday bright and early 
cooks and chambermaids hurry to church 
with hard boiled eggs and a dish of lamb. 
These are blessed and eaten at iunch with 
much rejoicing. On this blessed day. chil- 
dren—or at least good children—always: beg 
their parents’ pardon for al] the faults they 
have committed since last Easter. And 
husbands and Wives are supposed to do 
likewise—which ts) think, a custoin ‘worth 
copying in other countries, as :night be 
many old-fashiond customs mow 4)most 
forgotten among ws.”’

That the club has met with phenom- 
enal success is a matter that has distin- 
guished it before the world of woman's 
clubdom, but when it comes right down to 
business, the club {s outgrowing its treas- 
ury, and the question of “pith and mo- 
ment” is, how must the necessary revenue 
be acquired. True;' the ub is increasing 
in membership every day, and there are at 
present 365 enrolled members, but when it 
is remembered that quality and quantity 
are not synoymous terms, it wfil be appre- 
ciated that the strength and active body of 
the club may find many individual members 
who are but a superfluity of quality, and a 
—_ and useless expense to the organiza- 

on. 

It may be argued that the club has so far 
succeeded on its $l a year, but that amount 
was really only the basis of an experiment.

tion. To further succeed there must be not 
only a concentration of spirit, an esprit de 
corps, but an activity and ambition that will 
be influenced by incidents in the nature of 
increasing yearly dues.

To “weed out’ such individuals ‘weuld 
mean the strength of an organization and 
assure its unlimited development. , 
The actual living expenses of the club, 
as it now stands, amount to $876 per an- 
num. The advertising department hereto- 
fore has almost defrayed that expense, but 
any money which the women of the club 
have expended outside this, has been raised 
by them not within the club, but by various 
entertainments, etc., on the outside. Then 
there have been the lectures before the club 
by such eminent men as Hamiltoh Mabie, 
Dr. Hailman and Elbert Hubbard, and the 
desire of the club women is to assure mem- 
bers that the coming year they will meet 
at the Woman’s Club the most distinguish- 
ed men of the country, lecturing on all sub- 
jects pertaining to education and mental de- 
velopment. These lectures will be free to 
club members and their friends in the fu- 
ture, just as they have been in the past, but 
they must be pail for out of the club treas- 
ury, and that treasury must be adequate 
to meét the demands of the club..

Miss Annie Wallace, the beaufiful young 
librarian of the Young Men’s Library As- 
sociation, has been invited to-read a paper 
on “Library Economy” before the National 
Association of Librarians at its annual 
meeting at Jamestown, N. Y., July 1st.

But I must @ccord to Bertha 
Brousil all praise for her distinguished 
ability; the emotions she throws into her 
instrument are absolutely electrifying. The 
facility of her execution, and the ease with 
which she surmounts all difficulties made 
an indelible impression on all who know 
what music is. Her broad-tone arpeggios, 
double stopping, make her one of the best 
interpreters of the instrument in the 
misical world.

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Baldwin County Rescinds. 

The gemocratic executive committee 
of Baldwin county met yesterday and 
rescinded its action of a week ago in 
ordering that Baldwin's representation 
in the gubernatorial convention be ap- 
portioned according to the vote received 
by the several candidates for governor. 
The committee yesterday, by an over: 
whelming majority, in reversing its form- 
er action, ordered that Baldwin's vote 
in the state convention be cast as pre- 
scribed by the state executive committee, 
for the candidate receiving the largest 
vote in the county. 

A desperate effort has been made to 
upset the old democratic plan of es- 
tablishing the vote of a county by giv- 
ing it to the candidate receiving the 
largest number of votes. This is a dem- 
ocratic principle as old as democracy it- 
self, and it is the very basis of the pri- 
mary system, of Georgia, county nomi- 
nations always being awarded to those 
receiving the largest number of votes, 
it makes no difference how many can- 
didates there may be in the field. In 
this manner county delegations have al- 
ways been chosen to state conventions. 

The democratic state executive com- 
mittee, at its meeting in March, in call- 
ing the state convention this year, pro- 
vided that each county should vote di- 
rect for all candidates, and that the dele- 
gates from every county snould be made 
up according to the choice of each coun- 
ty as expressed in its piurality vote—in- 
other words, that the candidate for gov- 
ernor, and af other statehouse offices, 
receiving the largest vote in a county 
should receive the vote of that county 
in the state convention. This plan—the 
fairest that could possibly have been 
adopted—was the result of the harmo- 
nious action of the friends of all the 
candidates for governor—the executive 


{committee being unanimous in its adop- 


tion. Not a word of protest was heard 
‘but the plan was enthusiastically in- 
daorsed by the press of the state and by 
the friends of all the candidates, and 
also by the candidates themselves. 

One of the candidates, immediately 
after the famous Macon conference, had 
reason to suggest a new plan of frac- 
tional representation, and urged that the 
state committee be called together to 
change the plan which had already been 
declared. A majority of the state com- 
mittee at once served notice upon the 
chairman that it did not favor the re- 
convention of the committee, and that 
it wanted no change of plan. The execu- 
tive committee of Baldwin county con- 
cluded to try the fractional experiment 
sand adopted a resolution accordingly. 
So bitter was the protest in the county. 
and also throughout the state, that the 
- committee in one week reassembled and 
by an almost unanimous vote adopted 
the plan of the state executive com- 
mittee. . 

Thus ends the effort to make a juggle 
out ofthe next state convention! The 
proposition to change the plan was based 
/ipon no other p.rpose than to prevent 
‘any one candidate having a majority 
of the convention on the first ballot, 
hoping thereby that a tangle would en- 
sue which would defeat the man who haa 
m Georgia democrats behind him 
than either of the other two candidates, 
and that by shrewd political manipula- 
tion a deal could be effected whereby 
some other candidate, who could be in- 


et y duced to be a party to the transaction, 


could be nominated, This effort at po- 
litical manipulation was a fiasco from 
beginning to end, and now that it has 
vanished in thin air, the democracy of 
Geofgia is impressed more than ever 
with the wisdom of selecting as their 
‘governor a man who is not afraid to 
trust the people and who does not de- 
pend upon the caprice of political cun- 
ning for his promotion. 
The Man and the Time.

circumstances, has always been true to 
the interests, hopes and aspirations of 
the community. . | 

This drift and tendency has nothing 
in it derogatory to his opponents in the 
contest. It doés not Involve suspicion 
of their designs or distrust of their mo- 
tives, or doubt of their ability. None 
of. these feelings are behind it all. It is 
just the simple, clear and easily explain- 
éd purpose of the people to show their 
confidence, in and their respect for a 
man under the most, trying circum- 
stances, has always been true to their 
fnterests, true to old-fashioned princi- 
ples of democracy, true to all the ties 
that bind man to man and neighbor to 
neighbor, and faithful to all the obliga- 
tions which these ties. pertain to and 
impose. 

All this may be said and asserted with- 
out a hint or intimation against those 
who are opposing Colonel Candler for 
the nomination. It is nothing to their 
prejudice that the people are turning 
to the man whom they have known for 
long years without discovering in him 
any wavering or shadow of turning 
from his beliefs and his duties. It is 
no reflection on these opponents for the 
people to show their confidence in a 
man who has never omitted an opportu- 
nity to declare and to demonstrate his 
supreme trust in the people. Like be- 
gets like; confidence breeds confidence; 
and this is why the consensus of demo- 
cratic opinion seems to have bespoken 
Candler as the choice. of the party. 

This is made more apparent by the 
wide alarms of war that are sounding 
all about. Here is a man who suffered 
in the war, who followed, not the bub- 
ble reputation, but his convictions to the 
cannon’s mouth, and came away maimed 
in their defense; and to him, as we have 
said, the people seem to be ‘turning, as 
a leader who will fit the occasion and 
justify the confidence reposed in him. 
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The Law of the Blockade. 

We have already noticéd some of the 
rules which govern blockades, but on 
account of the importance which at- 
taches to the subject at this time, when 
both ‘Manila and Havana are under the 
Surveillance of our battleships, we de- 
sire to call attention to what is perhaps 
the most thorough and comprehensive 
Statement of the law governing block- 
ades which has yet made its appearance 
in print. We are indebted for this 
statement to The New York World. 

1. Blockades must be effectively pro- 
claimed -so that ships of all nationalities 
may be duly notified of such blockade. 

2. Ships upon the sea at the time 
blockades are proclaimed must be halt- 
ed before reaching the waters of the 
harbors seized. Ships at anchor in such 
harbors must withdraw as soon as block- 
ades are proclaimed without putting off 
or taking on additional cargo. 

3. Ships failing .to regard notices of 
blockade are liable to capture upon seek- 
ing to enter forbidden harbors. 

4. In case of capture both ships and 
cargoes are subject to confiscation, but 
neither men nor officers, if the ships 
carry neutral flags, are subject to any 
prescribed penalty. 

5. Blockades in order to be binding 
upon neutral nations must exist in fact 
and not simply upon paper. In other 
words, they must be maintained with 
some degree of thoroughness. 

6. Ships of the enemy are subject to 
capture anywhere at sea without refer- 
ence to the ports from or to which they 
are going, but neutral ships are subject 
to capture only when seeking to enter 
blockades. 

Such is briefly the law governing 
blockades. Since we have drawn up our 
battleships.in the waters of both Ma- 
nila and Havana harbors, we should be 
familiar with the legal issues growing 
out of our naval tactics. 


What Neutrality Means. 


Great Britain, in declaring her neu- 
trality in the present crisis, takes care- 
ful pains to make herself thoroughly un- 
derstood. She plants herself squarely 
upon the treaty of Washington, signed 
May 8, 1871, and states that she intends 
to comply with its terms literally. 

This instrument lays down tliree rules 
for the conduct of neutral nations in 
time of war: 

First. To use due diligence to prevent 
the fitting out, arming or equipping with- 
in its jurisdiction of any vessel which it 
has reason to believe is intended to 
cruise or to carry on war with any pow- 
er with which it is at peace: and also to 
use like diligence to prevent the depart- 
ure from its jurisdiction of any vessel 
intended to cruise or carry on war as 
above, such vessel having been specially 
adapted in whole or in part, within such 
jurisdiction, to warlike use. 

Second. To suffer neither belligerent 
to make use of its ports and waters as 
the base of naval operationg against the 
other or for the purpose of renewal or 
aucmentation of military supplies or 
arms or the recruitment of men. 

Third. To exercise due diligence in 
its own ports and waters and‘ to pre- 
vent any violation of the foregoing ob- 
oe ar mg and duties within its jurisdic- 

on. 

Up to the present time Germany and 
Austria-Hungary are the only two lead- 
ing powers of Europe which have. not 
declared their neutrality in the present 
crisis. But since neither intends to be 
drawn into hostilities it {ts likely that 
they will follow within the next few 
days the lead of Great Britain, France 
Italy, Portugal, Russia. 


The Country Lawyer. 

The Washington Post suggests that 
the critics of Judge Day, secretary of 
state, should find a sounder basis of ob- 
jection to him than the fact that he is 
@ country lawyer. We have no doubt 
plenty of objections could be found to 
Judge Day’s methods without going far 
to find them, but the suggestion of The 
Post is perfectly just all the same. Near- 
ly all of the very great statesmen the 
country has produced were country law- 
yers if they were lawyers at all. 

One of the most eminent cabinet min- 
isters the country ever had was a coun- 
try lawyer from Georgia—William H. 
Crawford. He made a great and an en- 
during reputation as secretary of the 
treasury, but he would have been just 
as great in any other position where 
his great abilities had full play. 

Those who sneer at country lawyers 
are the men who not only do not know 
the history of the republic, but do not 
know what a country lawyer is. By the 
very force of circumstances, he must 
be, if he expects success, familiar with 
every branch of law. He cannot afford 
to be a specialist; he must grasp, com- 
prehend and thoroughly know the whole 
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equipped and more thoroughly grounded 
in the law than his city brother who 
must, In the face of much shystering, 
become a specialist instead of an all- 
around advocate. 

We have had some very eminent coun- 
try lawyers in Georgia, to go no further. 
Toombs was one; so was Alexander H. 
Stephens; likewise Ben H. Hill; and 
Joe Brown, and Herschel V. Johnson; 
and Linton Stephens, the most brilliant 
advocate and judge of all, was a country 
lawyer. It frequently happens that a 
country lawyer, after graduating in a 
12x10 office in the rural districts, goes 
to a city, and, without any trouble what- 
ever, immediately takes a leading posi- 
tion at the bar, astonishing court, jury 
and public by his varied and easily com- 
manded knowledge of legal lore. 

In fine, the country lawyer adorns the 
profession, and keeps alive the old tra- 
ditions.

Heroes of Engine Rooms. 

We agree with The New York Journal 
that the heroes of our modern battle- 
ships are not restricted to the men who 
upon the smoke-enshrouded deck, partic- 
ipate in the glorious excitement of the 
conflict. 

Removed from the flery play of shot 
and shell, but encompassed by dangers 
which are scarcely less imminent or real 
the men who feed the engines in the 
close and sulphurous apartments of our 
modern battleships, without being per- 
mitted to see the sky above them or to 
know at what moment they shall sink 
forever, deserve to share the honors of 
the men who fight on deck; and in this 
hour of impending conflict we should not 
forget the nameless and obscure heroes 
of the engine rooms. 

Says The New York Journal: 

The engines must keep moving and they 
must respond instantly to the will of the 


ship’s brain in the conning tower or the 
battle tis jost. 

And ft is not. alone the great machinery 
that turns the screws that has to be looked 
after. The whole ship is one maze of com- 
plicated enginery. It is steered by steam: 
its turrets are turned bv steam dtrectly, or 
indirectly through electric, pneumatic or 
hydraulic power; its great guns are loaded 
by steam; ft ts lighted by electricity. which 
is supplied by dynamos run by steam; It 
is ventilated by steam—steam is the source 
of all its activities. 

Tet the engines cease to work and the 
ship would die. It would drift like a log on 
the water; its guns would be silent: its tn- 
terior would be swathed in darkness, and 
suffocation would drive its crew from its 
lower compartments to the deck. But the 
machinist stands there—the erimy, faithful 
physician, with his hand on the ship's pulse 
to see that its heart does not stop beating. 
Down in his steel dungeon, with none of the 
inspiration of the battle, he listens for the 
signals—‘‘Slow,"’ ‘‘Half speed ahead,’’ ‘“‘Re- 
verse,”” “Full speed astern’’—and upon his 
vigilanee depends the success or failure of 
the captain’s plan of attack. 

What fate awaits the heroes of the 
engine rooms we cannot say, but our 
prayer is that the glory of the stars 
and stripes may be maintained in battle 
without the loss of one brave fireman or 


engineer.

A Bit of Eloquence. 

One happy effect of the present grave 
international crisis has been to raise the 
standard of oratory in congress. Until 
the prospect of war some few days ago 
aroused the latent enthusiasm of our 
law-makers, it seemed as if oratory had 
become a lost art in the halls which had 
once resounded with the impassioned 
outbursts of Webster, Calhoun, Clay, 
Prentiss, MaDuffie, Hayne, Randolph, 
Toombs, Hill,. Yancey and other famous 
Americans. 

But hope begins to revive. Within 
the last few weeks both senators and 
representatives in congress have risen 
to the heights of real oratory. Perhaps 
the most notable achievement in this 
line belongs to the credit of Congress- 
man Polliver, of Iowa, who recently 
electrified the house of representatives 
by his brilliant speech upon the present 
crisis. We quote onlv one paragraph. 
Said Congressman Dolliver: 

We cannot and will not stop to calculate 
In money @ recompense for our noble shin 
that lies stranded, broken and dismantled 
in the most infamous harbor of all the seas. 
We will not calculate with these for the 
value of the lives of our saflors. We will 
not betray our dead. But the nation of 
America, laying down, as I fondly belleve 
and hope, every trace of partisan contro- 
versy and dissension, in the fear of God. 
counting all the cost, will exact from Spain 
indemnity in full for all the abuses of the 
past; not the spoil of subjugated provinces, 
but the emancipation of an oppresed race; 
not the ransom of besieged cities, but the 
creation of a new commonwealth; not the 
coinage of a bankrupt treasury, but the 
nobler satisfaction of helping to raise the 
flag of a free nation, once dishonored, out- 
lawed and despised, now clothed with beau- 
ty and with victory, and destined to stand 
guard forever in tender gratitude above 
our unforgotten heroes of the Maine. 

Without the least suggestion of jin- 
goism or sentimentality the foregoing 
paragraph is full of dignified strength 
and eloquence. We congratulate Con- 
gressman Dolliver upon the happy effect 
of his speech.

The whole affair is to be regretted, and 
vet when we remember that this day should 
ever be sacred to the gray, the unitorm in 
which the brave men fought in the sixties, 
it would seem eminently proper that the 
uniform in whieh their foes were clad 
would bhbave no place at a confederate me- 
morial occasion.

Chief Manly Says Bicycle Men Are a 
Great Success—Inspection of the 
Wheels Now in Use. 

S made in the police department yes- 

terday morning and were read out 
‘to the force yesterday afternoon for the 
first time, 

The bicycle squad has been increased five 
men, making a@ total of twelve. The de- 
partment has bought six new wheels. 
Eight of the same make of wheels were 
bought a year ago, and after twelve 
months’ trial the police board thinks the 
bicycle patrolmen do good work and that 
it will benefit the force to have more of 
them. 

Chief Manly stated yesterday morning 
that he and all the members of the board 
believe that a bicycle policeman is equal 
to three or four men on foot. Under the 
rules the bicycle officers report by tele- 
phone every hour and when one reports 
and there has been a call for a policeman 
on his beat he can. be notified and can 
reach the place where he is wanted much 
quicker than a man on foot. During the 
past year the bicycle squad has done most 
excellent work. 

The changes made in the department are 
embraced in the following order issued by 
the chief of police yesterday: 

“Special Order No. 75: The following 


changes are ordered and will take effect 
tomorrow, Mayrl, 1898: 

‘?, Patrolmen Beavers, Garner, C. B. 
Doyal, Edwards and Howell are tfrans- 
ferred to the bicycle squad and will report 
to Captain Jennings for duty. 

‘“? Patrolman T. W. Ivy is detailed as 
bicycle cal] man on the morning watch. 

“3 Patrolmen Chosewood and Goree are 
detailed as bicycle call men on the evening 
watch. 

™4. Patrolman Crusselle is detailed as 
turnkey on the evening watch in place of 
Patrolman Bankston, who is transferred 
to the day watch and will report to Cap- 
tain Joiner for assignment to duty. 

‘5. Patrolman T. J. Whitley is transferred 
from the day to the evening watch, and 
will report to Captain Jennings for assign- 
ment for duty. 

“6. Patrolmen Felder and Myers ere trans- 
ferred from the evening to the morning 
watch in place of Beavers and Garner, and 
will report to Captain Thompson for as- 
signment to duty.”’ 

There will now be twelve patrolmen on 
wheels, and it is believed by the officers 
that they will be fully eqwal to forty men 
on foot. When the police board decided a 
year ago to place eight men on bicycles 
the matter was regarded as an experiment, 
and it was predicted that the cost of re- 
pairing the wheels might equal the cost 
of feeding a horse. Last week the bicycles 
which have been used and which have been 
ridden on an average of fifty miles a day 
over the rough belgian blocks were in- 
spected and they were found to be as good 
as they were on the day they were pur- 
chased. This led the board to buy six 
more bicycles, and yesterday afternoon the 
five men went on duty. The other new 
wheel will be used by Call Officer Ivy.

During the 122 years of our existence 
asa nation the commodores, captains and 
other officers of the navy have made a 
magnificent contribution of patriotic 
phrases of our war literature, As the terse 
embodiment of popular sentiment in trying 
situations and emergendes, they are not 
surpassed by expressions of a like char-

acter in any language. 

The sea fighters started in this line at 
the very beginning of the revolution, in 
fact, before that tremendous struggle with 
the mother country was begun. Captain 
Whipple of Providence, R. I., for instance, 
when notified in 1775 by Sir James Wallace 
of the British frigite Rose that he would 
be strung up at the yardarm for having 
burned his majesty’s ship, the Caspee, 
sent the laconic reply to Sir James: “Al- 
ways catch a man before you hang him. 
The lion-hearted Whipple, who, in the pre- 
ceding war with Franca, in his privateer, 
the Gamecock, had captured in a single 
year twenty-three French prizes, voiced mn 
that defiant answer the sentiments of all 
the rebels in the coloriies that catching 
them was an essential preliminary to the 
hanging business. 

Who first raised the American flag on 
a ship of war is one of the disputed ques- 
tions of history. John Adams claimed the 
honor for Captain John Manly, a New 
Englander. Pauj Jones asserted that “my 
(his) hand first hoisted the American flag.”’ 
He was then a Heutenamt on the frigate 
Alfred. There were several American flags 
ait the time, and Paul ones does not de- 
scribe his particular one. Some historians 
think it was the pine tree and rattlesnake 
flag with the motto: “An appeal to God; 
Don’t tread on me.” Others assert that it 
was a flag consisting of thirteen stripes, 
with the motto, “Don't tread on me,” 
and a rattlesnake stretched diagonally 
across them 

Some of Paul Jones’s Sayings. 

“T have not yet begun to fight,” was 
one of Commodore Jones’s famous réplies 
to a British captain with whom he had 
been fiercely engaged for over an hour, 
and who desired to know if he had sur- 
pendered. It was not Jones who surren- 
dered when the battle came to an end. 
That was the celebrated engagement be- 
tween the Serapis and the Bonbomme Rich- 
ard. The captain of the Serapis having 
been knighted for his gallantry on that 
occasion by George III, Jones, when he 
heard of the promotion, characferistically 
remarked: ‘“‘Never mind; if I meet him 
again I'll make a lord of him.”’ 

The first commodore of the young Amer- 
ican navy was Captain John Barry. In 
the spring of 1781 he was hailed by a Brit- 
ish ship on his way from Havana. To the 
inquiry as to his identity, he replied: ‘“‘The 
United States ship Alliance, Saucy Jack 
Barry, half Irishman, half yankee; who 
are you?” 

“Not the value nor the command of the 
whole British fleet could tempt me from 
the American cause,’”’ was the heroic re- 
ply of Barry to Lord Hows, in 1776, when 
he offered him 15,000 guineas and a com- 
mission in the English navy to join the 
royal cause, Equally heroic was the re- 
pe~—s he captive American sailor, Nathan 
Coffin, when asked to enter the king’s ser- 
vice: “Hang me, if you will, to the yard 
arm, but do not ask me to become a trai- 
tor to my country.” 

Decatur’s Ringing Words. 

Commodore Stephen Decatur was one of 
the very bravest men that ever walked 
the quarter deck. His famous toast at a 
public dinner in Norfolk, Va., in 1816, “Our 
country! In her intercourse with foreign 
nations may she always De in the right; 
but our country, right or wrong,’’ would, 
if he had never said or done anything else, 
have won him immortality. The 
destruction by him of the fri- 
@ate Philadelphia in the harbor of 
Tripoli was declared by Lord Neison tu 
be “the most bold and daring act of the 
age.” Decatur was as generous as he 
was brave. ‘I cannot,” gaid he to Captain 
Carden, of the Macedonian, as he offered 
to surrender his sword, ‘‘take the sword of 
@man who has so bravely defended his 
ship, Dut T’ll thank you for that hat.’’ 
This was in the 1812 war, and the reference 
to the hat was a reminder of a bet between 
the two officers, made previous to the out- 
break of hostilities, in regard to the fight-. 
ing powers of their ships. At the first fire 
the Macedonian lost her inizzenmast. Hear- 
iug a sailor remark to cne of his mates 

,that “they had made a brig of her,’’ Deca- 
tur added: ‘Take gocd aim, my lads, at 
et mainmast, and we'll make a sloop of 
er.”’ 

To the hail of a squadron of Algerine 
pirates, while cruising in the Mediterra- 
nean, of “Dove audte?’ (“Where sre you 
going?’), Decatur from his lone ship an- 
swered back, “Dove mi piace’ (‘‘Where I 
please’), and they let him go. Toward the 
clese of the Algerine war one of their 
captains sought for celaysin order to gain 
some advantige. “Not a minute,” replied 
Decatur, with a threat to capture a pirate 
squadron if his terms were not complied 
with instanter. Toward the close of the 
1812 war Decatur, in command of the Pres- 
ident, was chased by a Jarge squadron, 
all of which, with one exception. the Endy- 
mion, he outsailed. In the emergency he 
conceived the daring design of capturing 
that ship before her sisters could come 
‘to her assistance, and, having scuttled 
hig own vessel, which was injured at the 
time, sailing into pert on his anticipated 
prize.

has canonized. him in.our history: “We 
have met the enemy and they are ours.” 
It was written on his stiff hat in lieu of a 
table, on the half of an old letter, and the 
additional information in it gave the size 
and number of the enemy, namely, “two 
ships, two ‘brigs, one schooner and one 
sloop.”’ Perry was a hero in peace as well 
as in war. During a fearful winter storm, 
while lying in the harbor of Newport, he 
heard that a merchant vessel had been 
driven on a reef six miles distant. He at 
once manned his barge and said to the 
crew: ‘“‘Come, my- boys, we are going to 
the relief of shipwrecked seamen; pull 
away. That act was applauded by the 
country almost as much as was the battle 
on Lake Erie. During the Mexican war, 
General Scott requested the loan of some 
guns from the fleet, to be used on shore.

Perry complied, but on one condition, that 
“wherever the guns g0, ths officers and 
men must go also.” 

Commodore Porter, father of the late Ad- 
miral Porter, happily phrased the senti- 
ment of the country in the motto which 
he flew on his flag in the war-of 1812: 
“Free trade and sallors’ rights.”’ In those 
distant days it became the text for many 
a patriotic song and thousands of political 
speeches. A British captain, meeting Por- 
ter, flung out an answering signal to this 
effect: ‘‘God and country, British eailors’ 
best rights. Traitors offend both.” The 
belief in England at the time was that the 
crews of the American ships were all Brit- 
ish deserters. Porter answered his enemy 
next day with a fresh signal flag: ‘God, 
our country and liberty! Tyrants offend 
them!’’ 

When the Constitution. under the com- 
mand of Commodore Hull, engaged the 
French frigate Guerriere, a dramatic scene 
was witnessed on the deck of “Old Iron- 
sides.” As the Frenchman's guns began 
to thunder out, Lieutenant Morris, second 
In command, asked Hull if he should give 
the order to fire. 

“Not yet.’’ replied Hull. 

Nearer and nearer came the two ships. 
Again Morris asked for the order. and 
again came the answer, “‘Not yet.” A few 
moments jater, high above the roar of the 
guns, as the Constitution completely coy- 
ered her enemy, Hull's voice rang out: 
“Now, boys, pour it into them!’ 

The Guerriere was literally torn to Pieces, 
“the blood of the killed running out of her 
scuppers,”” says a naval h'storian.

A war cry that closely resembles ‘‘Re- 
member the Maine’ was that which Gen- 
eral Sam Houston gave to his troops at 
the battle of San Jacinto—the battle which 
gave freedom and independence to Tex.s. 
Colonel TravVis was in command of about 
185 Texan soldiers in the fort called the 
Alamo at Bexar. There he was surround- 
ed by a greatly superior force under the 
Mexican dictator, Santa Anna. 

On the morning of the 6th of March, 1836, 
the little garrison of the Alamo eapitulated 
on the pledge of the Mexican general tkat 
their livea would be spared. Notwithstand- 
ing this pledge Colonel Travis and his en- 
tire force were massacred as soon as thav 
had surrendered. Their dead bodies were 
gathered together, a huge pile of wood was 
heaped upon them, anda they were burned 
to ashes. This fearful act of barbarity 
stirred the Texans to intense wrath, and 
implanted in their breasts a fierce thirst for 
Vengeante. On April 19, 1836, General 
Houston. with about 700 men. gave Ddattle 
at San Jacinto fo Santa Anna, with nearly 
three times the number of Mexicans, and.

London, April 30.—Naval officers here as- 
sert that the United States navy will find 
a foe worthy of their steel in Spain's tor- 
pedo flotilla, and that it will play a most 
important part in the war. 

It is a fact not generally known that 
+ many of the chief torpedo boats and swift 
destroyers owned by Spain were built in 
(nslish shipyards, a circumstance which 
enables your correspondent to put before 
American readers important facts and 
figures. For purposes of comparison I 
will remark how these naval hornets line 
up alongside some of Great Britain's craft 
of this type. ™ 

It is universally recognized that the 
Spanish torpedo boat flotilla is a factor of 
the utmost consequence. In the opinion of 
experts, who were specially consulted, these 
craft are thoroughly up to Gate. Taking 
them individually; they can invite com- 
parison with any in the world. The flotilla 
consists of the Pluton, twin screw, launched 
last year at Clydebank; the Furor and 
Terror, twin screws, built at the same place 
in 1896; the Ariete and Rayo, twin screws, 
constructed at Chiswick in 1887; and the 
Azor, single screw, launched at Poplar in 
the same yee@. Their principal dimensions 
can best be given in tabular form:

In point of 
speed the Pluton will have her equals in 
fully fifty torpedo Boat destroyers- ordered 
by Great Britain, of similar dimensions and 
tonnage, arid there are seventeen of these 
that are to be two knots faster and one, 
the Express, is credited with the estimated 
speed of thirty-three knots. Many of our 
boata aré of degfper draught. None of the 
82 or 33 knot desfroyers, however, have yet 
been taken over by the British government, 
so that the Spanish Pluton can compare 
with any aflodt. For purposes of comparti- 
son it may be noted that Chili has four 
Birkenhead-built destroyers with a speed of 
over thirty knots, and the Argentine Re- 
public one from Poplar that exceeds 27 
knots. . 

Spain has other torpedo hoat destroyers 
in the Audaz and Osado, bult at Clyde 
bank in 1897 and belonging to the same 
class as the Furor and Terror. They have 
three funnels, not unlike our Crane—an 
1897 boat—now at Portsmouth, which has a 
maximum trial speed of 30 knots, and a 6ea 
speed of, say, 27 knots, similar to the Bat, 
Chamois, Flying Fish, Star and Whiting— 
some of our fastest torpedo boat destroyers 
available for service or actually in commie- 
sion. Besides her destroyers, Spain has 
twenty torpedo craft of the first-class and 
three of the second—the majority of which 
were built at Chiswick and Poplar—none 
of them earlier than 1885, and the majority 
of them in 1887. None of the English-bullt 
boats owned by Spain have a less speed 
than 20% knots. 

One must set a destroyer to catch a de- 
stroyer, and the United States cannot ex- 
cel, or even rival the Spanish flotilla. 
America has no torpedo boat destroyer, 
though the purchase of fast yachts (arm- 
ed) are designed to do similar work. With- 
in the last few days the United States gov- 
ernment has purchased in London of 
Messrs. Yarrow, two 2-knot torpedo boats.

But she has at pres- 
ent a quality above most people— 
love—by which she shall be saved * * * 
wasn’t going to write in this way when 
I began. But there thoughts pursue me 
plentifully. WHll they ever come to a good 
end? I should doubt God who gave them, if 
I doubted them. 

“VANITY FAIR,” A NOVEL WITHOUT

Before proceeding to dwell directly upon 
“Some Philosophy of the Hermetics,” a 
word of explanation, even to the wise, may 
not be superflouse, regarding this wonder- 
ful class of people.

‘I‘his philoso- 
phy everywhere urges a knowledge and 
recognition of ourselves. Everywhere and 
at all times nature holds up a mirror to us, 
and if we look understandingly. the sun, 
the sky, the air,-the song of birds, the 
rustling of leaves~—in everything, we find 
ourselves reflected. 

All the forces of the universe have been 
to complete us. This is the poetry of re- 
incarnation. “TI floated tn the veins of a 
bird, and beat in his heart to the tune of 
his wings; I sucked at the breast of a 
flower, and dripped in the honey of bees: I 
spun the fine silk of a web. and tied up 
the knots of a snare: T have lain in the 
arms of a cloud, and turned up my face.to 
the sky.”’

SUPPOSED TO BE ALIVE. 


Although Her Funeral Was Preached 
Mrs. Weiss Was Not Buried. 

Milford. Pa., April 25.—Outcries by rela- 
tives who interrupted the service by shriek- 
ing their belief that the woman was still 
alive caused an abrupt postponement of 
the burial of Mrs. Ernestine Weiss at. Ding- 
man’s Ferry yesterday afternoon. 

Mrs. Weiss, who was seventy-eight years 
old, died on Tuesday last under peculiar 
circumstances. Her three daughters, who 
are superstitious, remembered that their 
mother had told them how their mater- 
nal grandmother rose in her coffin while 
the funeral! service was in progress and that 
she lived for a long time afterwards. They 
were therefore inclined to think Mrs. Weiss 
was in a trance when the doctor toid them 
she was dead last ‘Tuesday, and it was only 
after a two days’ vigil, during which their 
mother showed no signs of life, that they 
were persuaded to make arrangements for 
her funeral. They summoned a ciergyman 
and gm undertaker from Milford and an- 
nounced that the services would be held 
yesterday afternoon. 

The house was filled by mourning rela- 
tives and friends. The clergyman was just 
concluding the ceremony when the daugh- 
ters uctered a series of unearthly cries and 
moans. The clergyman and several friends 
quieted the women with difficulty and in- 
quired the cause of the outcry. 

“She's not dead,” the daughters cried in 
corcert. ‘“She’s only in a trance. The 
body is warm still.’’ 

They added that they would not consent 
to have their mother buried until all their 
doubts were removed, and that this could 
only be done by a prolonged vigil by their 
dead. Persuasion was in vain. The daugh- 
ters had become greatly excited over the 
affair, ar’ argument only seemed to make 
them more positive that their mo 7her was 
not dead. but only comatose. 

The clergyman ang umdertaker finally 
swere foreed to return to Milford. The 
mcurncTs dispersed and the daughters were 
loft keeping watch by the body in the hope 
that some sign of life would be detected. 

This aversion to a burial at the expiration 
of the usual interval] is attributed in the 
main to the peculiar case of Mrs. Weiss’s 
mother. She fell ill when she was quite a 
young woman and finally iost consciousness 
and all semblance of life. A physician said 
she was dead. The body was watched for 
two days ang then, as none of the relatives 
had any reason to believe she was not 
dead, the funeral was arranged. The ooffin 
lia had not been fastened down, as the 
relatives were to see the face of the dead 
woman at the conclusion of the service. 

While the sermon was In progress the wo- 
man of whom the clergyman was speaking 
sat vo in her coffin. Nearlv every one pres- 
ent fied in terror. but others hastily ad- 

»miristered stimulants and summoned a 
physician. He said the woman had heen 
in a trance. If is said that she not only 
recovered, but lived for forty years after- 
wards. 

Although her daughter, Mrs. Weiss. was 
advanced in years, it has been customary 
in the famflv to regard an apparent death 
with susnicion, and to nvostpone the funeral 
until no doubt remained.

These memorial occasions lend a hallowed 
sweetness to everything around them, and 
it ig to be hoped that the interest in them 
will nevef lessen with the time, nor forgot 
in the changes. 

It shoulda be thus, and especially does it 
occur to me that little children cannot be 
impressed too forcibly with the sacredness | 
of the occasion. They should be encouraged 
to take the liveliest interest in these days, 
for to them will be left the duty of perpet- 
vuating and keeping the occasion. 


Let the children, sweet and lovely, 
Bring that day the sweetest flowers, 
And with hands, in love and kindnegs, 

Seatter them in goftest showers 
Above the graves where heroes sleep, 
And thus perpetuate and keep 

A sacred day. 


It will not be long—iIt will seem mighty 
short when it has passed—till the children 
of today will be the men and women of 
our land. Last Tuesday I watched a moth- 
er at her work who was a babe in the 
cradle in 1861. It did not seem jong, as I 
mused upon it, since this mother was a 
babe, and yet she was ironing the dresses 
of her own little children, and before the 
line of march was taken up they were 
there, looking prim and sweet as could be. 
and with flowers to scatter above the 
graves in Oakland. 

This is as it should be, and I hope enthu- 
siasm may never grow less. Thirty-seven 
years ago, as I stood over the 
cradle of this mother of today, 
Tlittle dreamed of whatwas to come, 
and come sO quickly. She had 
a mother in those troublous days as sweet 
as any now, and the last time I saw her 
she was fixing up clothes to go into her 
husband’s knapsack. John was this hus- 
bands name, and he was the father of 
the babe in the cradle—the mother of last 
Tuesday. As I watched this mother of 
Tuesday it brought up many memories— 
sweet memories and sad memories—so sad 
that I could but shed a tear as I watched 
and studied. I could see her soldier father 
as he waited for his clothes to be packed. 
I could see his foot tilting the rocker to 
keep the cradle moving up and down, up 
and down, and it seemed so real in my 
musings. And that war-time mother came 
back to me as plain as if it had been 
yesterday. I could see her movements as 
she folded the garments, so clean and 
smooth, and packed them away in the 
knapsack. Every garment caught a tear, 
but she tried to keep her sorrow hid— 
many times she turned away to keep John 
from seeing the tears. I saw the parting— 
I saw many sorrowful partings. Their 
hearts were ready to burst when the little 
babe was lifted: from the cradle to be 
kissed goodby. The babe thought it was 
fun and jumped and crowed as all sweet 
babies do, and I doubt if she has ever 
realized how ge00d and brave a father 
she lost when John was killed at Malvern 
Hill. Then— 


Let the mothers—whlile there's any— 
And the sisters and the wives, 
Of the noble southern heroes 
Who for country gave their lives, 
Magnify Memorial Day— 
Teach the children in this way— 
Make it sacred, 


I watched with special interest the old 
veterans in the procession. All their heads 
are tinged with gray. The youngest among 
them are growing old, and their line is 
shortening fast. These old men look almost 
pitiful to one who thinks of them as they 
used to be. They are bent with age and 
limping from infirmities, but thirty-seven 
years ago they stepped proudly to the 
tap of the drum, and I doubt if there 
will ever be again such physical manhood 
as was found in an early Georgia regi- 
ment of volunteers. They were as strong 
of heart as they were of limb—brave, true 
and willing — 


Grand survivors of the confiict-- 
‘‘Rebel’’ veterans, old and lame— 
Raise your heads in pride of conscience, 
For with the dead vou share the fame 
That was won through tribulation, 
In a loved, but short-lived nation— 
Bless this day. 


Bsspecially should the noble old confed- 
erate women be remembered on these oc- 
casions. It was her part of the great trag- 
edy to suffer in solitude—they had not the 
privilege to die. They could not join in 
the songs of the camp nor the excitement 
of the battles. They could only. be patient, 
patient, and suffer, suffer. When the chil- 
dren were sick they nursed them all 
alone. When the children cried for hread 
it was for these women to hear their cries

The Original Burial Spot of John How- 
ard Payne in Africa. 


From Sketch. 

The old Christian cemetery at Tunis its 
one of the strangest sights in that strange 
town. Just off a busy thoroughfare, under 
@n ancient archway, is a heavy wooden 
gate, much worn by the lapse of time, 
thickly studded with fantastic nails, and 
provided with a prodigious knocker. The 
latter, however, is not needed, ror the gate 
yields to an energetic push, and you find 
yourself in a large, walled inclosure, half 
garden, half graveyard, where an Italian 
woman is hanging out clothes among the 
gaunt white tombs, It is twelve years since 
any one was buried here, and the place is 
beginning to look neglected. The modern 
cemetery is now outside the walls, and its 
guardian told me that many people came 
to him to inquire for the monument of “an 
American poet” or “an Americgn consui,”’ 
and he had to send them to the old grave- 
yard. The monument in question is that 
of the author of “Home, Sweet Home,” 
and it bears the following inscriptions upon 
its sides: 

“In memory of John Howard Payne, au- 
thor of ‘Home, Sweet Home.’ Born June 
1 he died April 9, 1852. Erected A. D. 
1 ’? 


American arms—eagle surmounted by 
motto “E pluribus unum.” Died at the 
American consulate in Tunis. Aged sixty 
years and ten months. 

In the tomb beneath this stone the poet’s 
remains lay buried for thirty years. On 
January 6, 1883, they were disinterred and 
taken away to his native land, where they 
received honor and final burial in the city 
of Washington, June 9, 188. ‘Then be con- 
tent, poor heart.’’ 

Sure when thy gentle spirit fled 

To realms beyond the azure dome, 

With arms outstretched God’s angels sald, 

“Welcome to Heaven’s Home, Sweet 

Home.”’

Use of Electricty in Agriculture. 
Milton Whitney, chief of the division of 
eoils of the department of agriculture, in 
his annual report to the secretary says: 
“The electrical method of moisture deter- 
mination has been still further perfected. 
Sixteen stations have been equipped with 
electrical instruments in various parts of 
the country, and in several important types 
of soil. Records have been kept at these 
stations for periods varying from two to 
four months, and it has been found that 
the method can be used by any one with 
ordinary care. As a result of these field 
records, I feel perfectly satisfied with the 
operations of the method, and equally sat- 
fisfied that it will prove of great value in 
soil investigations, as well as of practical 
and commercial value. One great value of 
the method is that the electrodes are per- 
manently buried in the field at any depth 
desired, and the field can be cultivated or 
cropped as usual. The electrical resistance 
between the electrodes is read from a scale, 
and this resistance varies according to the 
square of the water contents. By once 
thoroughly standardizing the electrodes and 
by the use of tables furnished by the divis- 
fon, the moisture contents of the soil can 


be determined at any time from the elec- 


trical resistance of the soil.’

The Magic Whirligig. 
Irom The Pall Mail Magazine. 

Would any one like an experiment in 
what was once called magic, but is now 
glorified as ‘“‘practical occultism?”’ It needs 
no elaborate machinery, maceration of the 
flesh, or study of dead languages; nor does 
it expose the experimenter to the risk of 
either being torn to pieces by devils. or 
haunted by spirits to the end of his days. 
These inconveniences, say the occultists, 
attend the higher efforts of the magician, 
but not the present experiment, which is 
within the power of all. This is how it is 
done. 

Take half a sheet of ordinary notepaper. 
which will probabiy measure seven inches 
by four anda half. Turn up the left bot- 
tom corner until th® bottom edge of the 
is level with the right.

The Invention.of the Monitor. 
From The Washington Post. 

“Now, while there is so much talk about 
war and battleships, I cam tell you some- 
thing about the famous monitor of which 
the general public is ignorant.” said S. N. 
Holmes, a well-known lawyer of Syracuse, 
N. Y. “Captain John Ericsson has for 
years monopolized all the credit of invent- 
ing and building the monitor: As a matter 
of fact, he was ‘joint inventor with Dr. 
Theodore R. Timby an honored citizen of 
New York state. Dr. Timby was the sole 
inventor of the revolving turret gun bat- 
tery, the crowning feature and glory of the 
monitor, He was engaged hy its builders, 
John F. Winslow, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y.; 
John A. Griswold, of Troy N. Y., and C. H. 
Bushnell, of New H&ven, Conn. The first 
two named had such unlimited faith in the 
revolving turret as an engine of war that 
they went to President Lincoln at Washing- 
ton after the refusal of Gideon Welles, sec- 
retary of the navy, and other officers of 
the government to entertain the subject, 
and laid before him by drawings and other- 
wise the merits of Timby’s wonderful idea. 
until at last the president consented to al- 
low them and Mr. Bushnell to construct 
such a vessel. They were to build ft, how- 
ever at their own risk, and the govern- 
ment was to pay for it only on condition 
that it was a success. 

“With this permission these three made 
instant preparations to build the Monitor, 
and they engaged Captain Ericsson for 
the work of construction. At the same time 
they entered into a written contract with 
Dr. Timby for the use of his invention of 
the revolving battery and agreed to pay 
him $5,000 royalty and the same amount 
for each and every turret thereafter built 
by them. This contract wag faithfully 
kept. 

“The Monitor itself was built and equip- 
ped (prinecipaily in New York) within one 
hundred days and went to sea. What is 
still more remarkable in its history and a 
fact not generally knowm jis that after it 
had left New York and was beyond the 
reach of the telegraph a dispatch was sent 
by the secretary of the navy to those in 
charge of the Monitor forbidding it to leave 
the dock. There js abundant proof of the 
foregoing Statements tn letters now in my 
possession from John F. Winslow, Krastus 
Corning and others.” 


Hints to Housekeepers,

hereafter who use the same.” This is more 
sweeping than the Nickel Plate order, 
which forbids employees visiting saloons or 
loitering about them. 


Electric Horse Raising. 
From St. Louts Globe-Democrat. 

It seems hard to understand why the 
stewards of jockey clubs object to a horse 
being stimulated on the track by an elec- 
tric current, when the shock given to the 
animal is necessarily so slight as to be 
much less cruel than the lash of a whip. 
The rule against electrical devices for get- 
ting speed out of a horse, however, is 
rigidly enforced. An electric lead pad was 
recently taken from a jockey at New Or- 
leans. The contrivance of which it form- 
ed a part showed a great deal of inge- 
nuity. The mercury cell, tightly wrapped 
and protected, occuplea three pockets on 
one side of the saddle and two on the 
other. In operation -the wires would be 
inclosed in the winding of the cloth and 
connected with two small copper plates in 
the lower edge of the flap. The regulating 
button, which would rest under the pom- 
mel of the saddle, could easily be reached 
by the jockey. The shock is continued as 
long as the finger rests on the button. In 
order that the jockey may know that all 
the connections are in good working order, 
a buzzer, occupying one of the pockets 
within the flap, begins to sound as soon 
as the current is started. To test the ques- 
tlon of cruelty in the application of elec- 
tricity to animals, a Pennsylvania humane 
society has brought sult against a man who 
was said to have cured a vicious and balky 
horse in one hour by the operation of cur- 
rent from a three-volt dry battery. The 
method of application was to connect three 
wires each side of the bit and crupper with 
the battery. The horse, which was a hope- 
less jibber, wag hitchea@ to a road cart. At 
first he refused to move, standing on all 
four feet in a defiant position which he had 
80 often found effective. At the first touch 
of the button the horse jumped, and snort- 
ed, and then moved off. The lesson was 
continued dally for a week, and the horse 
was cured. At the trial its owner was dis- 
charged, as it was proved that three volts 
of current were not enough to hurt the 
animal, even taking into account the great 
susceptibility of the horse to the influ- 
ence of electricity.

They are 
educated in some of the best schools tn the 
United States; they have qualified accord- 
ing to the laws of the state to practice 
medicine, and they come well recommended 
otherwise; therefore it is especially the 
duty of the wealthy, the educated and the 
educational institutions to lead in the pay- 
ing support of these physicians. For they 
are laboring hard day and night striving as 
best they can to prove that the educated 
negro is not a failure. Besides, they are 
doing all in their power to reduce the 
mortality of their race, andinso doing 
are compelled to do thousands of dollars’ 
worth of charity practice annually. Hence, 
those who are able to pay should employ 
them.

Miles Boldes and E.D.Thurber Wanted 
To Fill Pulpit.

between two. factions of the Spring- 

fleld Baptist church, a negro church 
located on Orme street, in the western part 
of the city. 

Yesterday a petition was filed in the 
clerk's office asking that one faction be re- 
strained from disturbing the worship of the 
other faction, as the latter claims it is in 
the right. 

The disagreement arose over who is to 
preach for the congregation and be the 
regular pastor of the church. Somo time 
ago a meeting was held by a part of the 
congregation and the pastor, Miles L. 
Boldes, was freed from the pastorate of 
the church, it is said. Another part of the 
congregation asserted itself and gaid it 
would not have Preacher Boldes fired, but 
that he would be retained. 

Both parties claim it has a majority of 
the members of the church on its side, and 
that it should decide what is the proper 
course to be pursued. The dissatisfied par- 
ty want to place E. D. Thurber at the head 
of the church. On many occasions, it is 
said, the two crowds have mét in the 
church and by sharp words, and as alleged 
in the petition filed yesterday, indecent con- 
duct, kept the Rev. Boldes from conduct- 
ing services. 

The Boldes faction says in its petition 
that Boldes is a good pastor, and that he Is 
wanted as the minister of the church by 
a majority of the congregation. The peti- 
tion says that the other faction, which 
wants Thurber placed in charge, has inter- 
rupted and prevented services being held 
at the church, and that the Rev. Boldes has 
not been able to preach when it was the 
proper time to hold services. 

The Boldesites further claim that if a 
meeting of ‘the Thurber crowd was held 
and Boldes fired from the church, the latter 
was ‘never notified, and Boldes claims fur- 
ther that he has a right to seven months’ 
notice before he can be made to quit the 
pulpit of the church. The petition is 
brought by:M. L. Boldes, Thomas Hicks, 
William Bdwards, trustees; Samuel War- 
ren, deacon; Aaron Garner, Monroe Rob- 
inson, Farinie Hightower, Georgia Hicks, 
Lessie Williams and many other members 
of the church. 

The defendants named in the petition are 
Thomas Brown, E. P. Hill, William Rob- 
inson, John Durham, Grant Chapman and 
others. The petiton asks that an injunction 
be granted against the Thurber party and 
it be restrained from interfering with the 
worship of the church members. 

The Thurber party says that it is In the 
right, and has a majority of the members 
of the church believing as it does. It claims 
it has a right.to ask Boldes to resign, and 
have done nothing to stop the worship pro- 
ceeding as heretofore. The members say 
that they did not notify Boldes that he 
would not be wanted and that the seven 
months ’time claimed by him to get out is 
not a part of the constitution of the c hurch. 

It was said yesterday ‘by one of the Thur- 
ber party that another meeting would be 
held, and Boldes would be notified that he 
was not wanted, and must get out. The 
discussions have stirred the church neigh- 
borhoods in all parts of the city, and there 
is a large number of adherents to both 


sides.

“A few of the great 
agency companies issue from.four to five 
hundred thousand policies each vear and 
to these it means from one hundred to 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars annually. Then come the second batch 
of agency compamies, issuing from two. to 
three hundred thousand policies, cai'ing for 
from fifty to seventy-five thousand @sllars 
in 25-cent stamps, and so on down the list, 
the total probably calling for three cor fcur 
million dollars—more profit tham is likely 
to be made in the present unsettled condi- 
tion of business. 

“Besides this, checks, drafts, proxies, 
leases, etc., require stamps, and 28 the fire 
insurance companies issue a great nuriber 
of checks amd drafts they will have an ad- 
ditional burden to carry. The chances are 
that this business ts harder hit by the war 
revenue bill than is almost any other trade, 
the tax being equal to 2% or 3 per cént on 
the gross receipts of the business.
